Blair said here yesterday 
that he has been “swamped” 
by such requests from city, 
county and state agencies and 
boards. He said he will submit 
subjects other than appropri- 
ations to the special session, 
but that he is not ready to an- 
nounce the matters he will in- 
clude in his special session call. 

He declined to discuss the 
possibility of a second special 


session next year, saying he 
first wanted to study all the 
requests. He added, however. 


that most of the matters he has 
been urged to submit to the 
Legislature “appear to be 
things which should be dealt 
with as soon as possible.” 
Many legislators believe two 
extra sessions will be necessary, 
because the state constitution 
fixes a 60-day time limit on 
special sessions.

Dr. Ruark was commenting 
on reports that British scien- 
tists have achieved a tempera- 
ture of 5,000,000 degrees centi- 
grade in heating hydrogen. He 
called that a “step on the 
road.”

Ruark, who returned last 
Monday from a visit to the 
British project for research in | 
the field of coitrolled thermo- 
nuclear reactions, denied un- | 
official British charges that the 
United States had been with- | 
holding consent for Britain to 
announce reported new devel- 
opmens in tthe field. 


The News Chronicle in Lon- 
don declared on Dec. 11 that 
Britain has made a discovery 
that “is greater news than the 
launching of the Sputniks” but 
that the United States has re-'| 
fused to allow Britain to make 
an announcement. | 


‘Leap Frog Situation.’ 


Asked directly if Britain was | 
ahead of the United States in | 
conrolited thermonuclear re-' 
search, Ruark said: | 


“That view would shift from | 
month to month because of all | 
the work that is going on in | 
our (United States and British | 
laboratories. 

“This can be a _ leap-frog 
situation.” !

He referred several times to 
a joint statement made Oct. 18 
—and repeated in essence on 
Nov. 22—by representatives of 
the American and British proj- 
ects that temperatures of sev- 


eral million degrees had been 


achieved by the two countries. 
More Work Necessary. 

Those same two statements 
also declared that these tem- 
peratures “suggest the achieve- 
ment of neutrons from thermo- 
nuclear reactions, but more ex- 
perimental work will be neces- 
sary to establish this as a 
fact.” 


Achievement of such neu- | 


trons would be evidence of a 
fusion of hydrogen materials, 
even though briefly. 

The Nov. 22 statement was 
jointly signed by Sir Edwin 
Plowden, head of Britain’s 
atomic project, and Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss of the United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. 

Ruark said it would take the 
United States six to eight 
months to determine whether 
neutrons of that type had been 
produced, or whether they 
were what are known as false 
neutrons having no relation to 
a thermonuclear process. 


“I prefer not to speak for | 


the British as to how long it 
will take them,” he added. 

Asked how long 
be in his opinion, before con- 
trolled hydrogen power is ob- 
tained on a full scale, Ruark 
indicated it might be 15.or 20 
years.

WASHINGTON, Dec 14(UP) 
—The Administration has de- 


cided to put the brakes on 
spending for non-service-con- 
nected benefits tor veterans. 

Government and  congres- 
sionas sources sald today Presi- 
dent Zisenhower will outline 
the controversial economy 
move in a special message to) 
Congress early in the new 
year. 

The President will offer the 
plan as one of several ways to 
save some of the extra money 
which he says will be required 
to speed up the ballistic missile 
and space satellite programs. 

The move is aimed at pen- 
sions, payments to needy vet- 
erans disabled not in service 
but in civilian life. Compensa- 
tion, as payments for service- 
incurred disability are known, 
is expected to be _ affected 
little if@at all. 

Pensions And Social Security. 

According to present plans 
the President will propose’ 
merger of veterans pensions 
with Social Security. Along 
with other revisions of the 
pension program, this would 
mean smaller Government pay- 
mermts to many former service 
men. 

It would mean also some im- 
mediate savings to the Govern- 
ment, and projected savings 
running into many billions of 
dollars. Current guessing is 
that all the proposed veterans 
economies would total perhaps 
$200,000,000 in the new fiscal 
year. The big savings would

The Bradley View. 

Basically, what .the White 
House has done is buy a new 
veterans philosophy laid down 
last year by a presidential com- 
mission headed by Gen Omar 
N. Bradley. This was @hat ex- 
cept for getting them resettled, 
special benefits no longer are 
warranted for veterans who 
return to civilian life whole. 

The Bradley commission 
based this view on two facts. 
First, it pointed out that social 
security, public assistance and 
other welfare programs, un- 
heard of when the soldiers pen- 
sion was born, now are avail- 
able to veterans as well as 
others. Second, it said more 
and more this is a nation of 
veterans, with veterans and 
their families soon to exceed 
half the population. 

In proposing gradual elim- 
ination of special help for the 
men who were not disabled, 
the commission called for more 
help for those badly wounded 
or disabled in service. The 
Administration is understood 
to have accepted this concept, 
too. 

Much of what the President 
will propose requires legisla- 
tion. Chances of its passage 
in the coming election year are 
not good. The big veterans 
organizations already are up in 
arms at reports of the plan. 
They have been pushing for a 
liberalization of the pension 
law, and will buck at a cutback.

Charges Against “Monopoly.” 


Indonesians feel they have been dame 
aged in another way by the Dutch “mo- 
nopoly.” They have frequently charged 
that Dutch interests have managed te 
prevent the entrance into Indonesia of 
entrepreneurs from other countries. As 
one example, they think the withdrawal 
of landing rights held by KLM, the 
airline, may pave the way for 
service by Pan American World Airways 
and perhaps French, Belgian and Indian 
airlines. 

Dutch sources have said the Indonesian 
action will hurt Indonesia more than it 
will the Dutch. They cite such figures 
as the following: 

In 1956, Holland provided 10 per cent 
of all Indonesian imports and bought 19 
per cent of Indonesia's export products. 
Indonesian exports and imports figured 
only about.3 per cent on the Dutch trade 
balance. About half the Indonesian in- 
come in foreign currency is derived from 
Western (70 per cent Dutch) enterprises, 

This does not tell the whole story, how- 
ever. Indonesians point out that all their 
trade with Europe has passed through 
the Dutch port of Rotterdam and say that 
in the future it will be routed through 
the German port of Hamburg. Trade 
with Europe accounts for well over a 
third of Indonesian exports. 


Also, Holland has been promoting an 
| austerity program designed to balance 
income and outgo and the loss of about

Critics say that 
one of the purposes of the anti-Dutch 
actions was to draw attention away from 
Indonesia’s internal troubles. 

The immediate cause of the current 
campaign against the Dutch was the fail- 
ure of Indonesia to obtain a favorable 
United Nations vote Nov. 29 on a prd- 
posal that talks be resumed between the 
Netherlands and Indonesia on the future 
of West New Guinea, or West Irian. 
East New Guinea is held by Australia. 

West New Guinea was not included in 
the transfer of sovereignty from Holland 
to Indonesia in 1949. It was agreed that 
the staus of the area should be worked 
out within one year. Talks broke down 
and the Indonesians took the issue to the 
'U.N., where they have repeatedly been 
unsuccessful, 

The struggle for West New Guinea has 
become a political symbol. The area cone 
sists of 160,000 square miles of swamps, 
jungles and peopled by hune 
dreds of isolated tribes living in stone-age 
conditions. The Dutch say New Guinea 
costs them $20,000,000 a year. They say 
they have a moral obligation to hold the 
country because they have promised even- 
tual self-determination to the Papuans 
and, in any event, do not intend to suec- 
cumb to Indonésian “blackmail.”

To Indonesians, West New Guinea {s 
a relic of the Dutch colonialism they have 
pledged to eliminate. The Dutch say that 
if they gave up New Guinea it would not 
stop the present campaign, but would in 


effect make West New Guinea a colony 
of Indonesia. There is no racial. cultural 
or language similarity between Indo- 


nesians and West New Guinea natives. 
Incidentally, many of the 46,000 Dutch- 

men remaining in Indonesia of the 200, 

000 who were there before independence, 


have opposed the Netherlands Governs 
ment position on West New Guinea. They 
think it would have been better to sur- 
render New Guinea and to try to hold 
their Indonesian business. 

After the United Nations vote (the 


United States abstained), Indonesia moved 


to carry out a promise President  ukarno 
made in November, that if the U.N. failed 
to act Indonesia “would take measures 


which will s‘artle the world.” 

A 24-hour strike against Dutch shipe- 
ping, estate and oil enterprises was placed 
in effect and here the Communists ene 
tered the picture. 

In the 1955 elections the Indonesian 
Communist party emerged as the fourth 
largest in the country, showing far more 
strength than had. been expected: The

Alternative to H-Bombs 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is only natural and right 
that Americans should feel shame 
and anger over the spectacle pre- 
sented by their Government since 
the launching of the first Sputnik. 
Yet this unhappy experience can 
teach us an invaluable lesson if we 
are willing to accept it. 

The lesson is that the nuclear 
arms race is suicidal madness, no 
matter whether we are temporarily 
behind or ahead of the Russians. 
The lesson is that the arms race 
cannot be won; that it leads to war: 
and that it cannot be halted so long 
as the great political and economic 
problems which create explosive 
tensions remain unsolved. 

The lesson is that the sole alter- 
native to the “unthinkable” but by 
no means improbable nuclear holo- 
caust—or to a continued state of af- 
fairs which may at any moment.ex- 
plode into war—is give-and-take 
negotiation, no matter how difficult 
or distasteful such talks may be. 

This is no plea for another “Sum- 
mit Meeting.” It is a plea, first of 
all, for a willingness to negotiate 
which does not now exist in Wash- 
ington. 

It is a plea for dropping our re- 
peated demands for the uncondi- 
tional surrender of our adversaries 
and for a careful determination of 
what actually are our irreducible 
requirements. 

It is a plea for the patient ex- 
ploration of what seem to be the 
minimum demands of our adver- 
saries and for a firm determination 
to reach settlements fair to all. 

When George F. Kennan spoke 
the other day of mutual withdrawal 
from Germany and Central Europe, 
his words echoed around the world. 
In England, he was supported not 
only by the leaders of the Labor 
party but by the conservative Lon- 
don Times. In France and even in 
Germany, his proposal was hailed 
by many influential, anti-Commu- 
nist newspapers. 

Washington remains deaf to such 
6uggestions. We have fallen be- 
hind in something far more im- 

rtant than the arms race. We 

ave fallen behind in formulating 
a policy for peace.

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A Blow to Regulation 


The Missouri ‘Supreme Court last week 
knocked out the foundations of sound utility 
rate regulation in this state. It presented Mis- 
souri with an emergency that will have to be 
met either by appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court or by legislative action. 

In overruling the Public Service Commission's 
decision in a rate case involving the Missouri 
Water Company at Independence, the state court 
invalidated the formula which the Commission 
had carefully and competently worked out over 
a period of years to bring Missouri utility reg- 
ulation into harmony with United States Su- 
preme Court decisions. 

State laws defining the Commission’s author- 
ity require it to fix rates yielding a reasonable 
return on “capital actually expended.” In de- 
ciding how to determine that rate base, the 
Commission sensibly took the line which many 
other commissions and courts have taken It 
held that the investment to which a fair rate 
of return is to be applied should be measured 
by the original cost of the property less money 
set aside over the years for depreciation. 

Is there any better way to measure a capital 
investment than to count the dollars that have 
actually been invested? 

But now the State Supreme Court says this is 
all wrong. Taken in by the utilities’ long cam- 
paign for an inflated rate base that will reflect 
the effects of present-day price inflation, the 
Court says the Commission must consider not 
only the original cost of a utility property, but 
its present-day value, or what it would cost to 
reproduce the whole thing at current prices. 
The argument is that inflation has greatly in- 
creased the cost of utility plant and decreased 
the value of the dollars a utility investor re- 
ceives. In order to give him a fair return, it is 
said, the utility property should be valued not 
at what it cost but at what it might cost today 
—or somewhere in between. 
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We do not blame the utilities for wanting to 
insulate themselves and their investors from 
price inflation. But why should they enjoy a 
privilege which nobody else enjoys? It is not 
only the utility investor’s dollar that has lost 
value, but everybody's dollar. Admittedly, a 6 
per cent return on a $100 utility investment no 
longer represents $6 in purchasing power. But 
this is not unique to utilities, and it is no reason 
for pretending that the investment was actually 
$200, and charging Gonsumers rates based on a 
purely fictitious expenditure. 


Utilities are entitled to earn a fair return on 
actual investment. This means that those parts 
of the property which are acquired at high 
prices will carry into the rate base those effects 
of current inflation which properly belong there. 
The rate of return, in order to be “fair,” must 
be such as to enable the utility to attract capital. 
When the cost of capital goes up, as it may do 
in any inflationary period, then certainly it is 
reasonable to fix the permissible rate of return 
at a point where capital will be attracted 

In these two ways the utilities are entitled to, 
and do, make proper adjustments for the effects 
of inflation. But it is an altogether improper 
adjustment to write up the entire investment, 
much of it made at low prices, on the false pre- 
tense that all of it was made at high prices. If 
the country ever got into a period of low prices 
again, does anybody think the utilities would 
then be clamoring to reduce their valuations as 
they are now clamoring to raise them?

The worst thing about the state court’s deci- 
sion is that it knocks out a definite, calculable, 
concrete method of fixing utility valuations and 
substitutes one that is vague, theoretical, in- 
finitely arguable and fluctuating. 

Original cost once established is original cost, 
but “fair value’ may mean one thing this year 
and another thing next, one thing to one com- 
mission and something different to another. It 
was precisely for the purpose of enabling reg- 
ulatory bodies to nail down real investment 
that the United States Supreme Court in the 
Hope Natural Gas case of 1944 overturned’ the 
vague and fuzzy rules set up in the Smyth vs. 
Ames case of 1898. Now the State Supreme 


Court would take Missouri a long way back 
toward Smyth vs. Ames. 
Is Missouri going to stand for that? The Pub- 


lic Service Commission has successfully and 
fairly applied the original cost formula in con- 
formity with the Hope case to one rate dispute 
after another over most of the past decade. It 
should fight for the right to go ahead applying it.

Missouri and the Small Airport 

A growing problem for metropolitan cities 
has been created by the closing down of small 
airports which handle light civilian planes. Each 
closing usually throws an additional load on the 
major airport in the vicinity. The closing of 
Southwest Airport, to make way for a major in- 
dustrial development on Highway 66 just west 
of the Meramec river, is an example. 

The Airport Use Panel, a Government co-or- 
dinating group, referred to this problem in its 
all-inclusive report last January calling for a 
major new airport in the St. Louis area to re- 
lieve congestion at Lambert-St. Louis Field. It 
pointed out that if any one of the three light 
plane fields here—Southwest, Weiss and Parks— 
were closed {t would worsen conditions at 
Lambert. 

The Aviation Section of Missouri's Division of 
Resources and Development comments in its De- 
cember bulletin: “Additional satellite fields will 
have to be developed at Missouri's two major 
cities in the next few years to prevent super- 
saturation of air traffic at the terminal fields.” 
It supports this contention very ably with statis- 
tics showing that light civil aircraft production 
increased by 49 per cent between 1955 and 1956 


and pilot licenses jumped by 62 per cent during 
the first half of this year over the same period 
last year. Apparently the Defense Department is 
not going to build a new air field, so there is no 
sign of relief for crowded Lambert. The small 
airports in nearby counties are too far away to 
help the general situation. Additional facilities 
are needed in this area in the immediate future 
if safety is not to suffer. 
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Concern About a Committee 

Before winding up the convention which cou- 
rageously expelled the Teamsters’ union, its 
strongest affillate, the AFL-CIO adopted a reso- 
lution expressing its “deep concern that the Sen- 
ate select committee may allow itself to be used 
for political retaliation and as a forum for the 
display of antizunion propaganda.” 

Concern about such propaganda is understand- 
able on the federation's part, but its resolution 
seems premature. The McClellan Committee is 
charged with investigating corruption in man- 
agement as well as in trade unions, and it has 
not yet closed its books. 

True, the committee so far has devoted most 
of its time to the affairs of the Teamsters and a 
few lesser unions. So far as management is con- 
cerned, it has done little beyond exposing the 
activities of Nathan Shefferman and some of his 
clients. It may even be sald that some of these 
were put on the witness stand only briefly while 
the Dave Becks were kept busy for hours “tak- 
ing” the Fifth Amendment. 


The committee, however, has not yet brought 
a major charge of corruption against a labor 
leader which has not been substantiated by la- 
bor’s own Ethical. Practices Committee. It has 
brought out the truth, and this cannot be called 
propaganda—no matter how some may attempt 
to twist it into an indictment of the great ma- 
jorify of trade unionists whose names have not 
even been mentioned by the investigators. 

Senator McClellan himself has made a few 
speeches which union men might consider less 
than absolutely fair. But labor men know that 
there always are members of Congress ready to 
take sucha line. As chairman of the investigat- 
ing committee, Senator McClellan might be a bit 
more judicious at this time about what he says 
when not acting in his official capacity. Especial- 
ly in view of its demonstrated determination to 
keep its own house clean, the federation has a 
right to remind him of this. It also has the 
right to remind the committee that there is more 
work for it to do. 


But on the whole it would seem to be more 
wise to withhold criticism until it becomes clear 
—as is far from the case at present—that com- 
mittee members have the intention of halting 
their activities before carrying out their full 
mandate.

Dining in Space 
To the forward-looking individual aiming to 


prepare himself philosophy-wise for the coming” 
era of space travel, it begins to look as though 
it might not be weightlessness, but sustenance,

Thus the space traveler 
would not only have something to eat but some- 
thing to.breathe, which would go far toward 
making green scum a meal in itself. 

We do not delude ourselves that earthlings 
are going to take kindly to this form of diet, 
even with all the oxygen thrown in. Nor is it 
going to help much to pretty up the dish as 
green scum en papillote, or green scum du jour, 
or even Skyfarer Surprise. We are simply going 
to have to make up our minds to it that momen- 
tous endings may entail small beginnings, and 
that we can sustain our way, if necessary, 


through green scum to the diamond-bright stars.

New Light on Cyprus 

The long irksome problem of the Mediter- 
ranean island of Cyprus has come up before the 
United Nations again as British troops quell the 
fighting between Turkish and Greek Cypriots. 

This time the attitudes of the three parties 
concerned is somewhat different in two respects. 
The Turks are the most vigorously opposed to 
Greek demands for an end to British colonialism 
and a right to self-determination. The British 
are reported willing to accept any change that 
would be agreeable to the other parties con- 
cerned. And the U.N. Political Committee took 
action heartening to the Greeks when it ap- 
proved a resolution “affirming the right of the 
Cypriots to chart their own course. It is doubt- 
ful, though, that the issue can get a two-thirds 
majority in the General Assembly. 

Greece and Turkey have never been too 
friendly and the fact that the Cypriots number 
400,000 Greeks and 100,000 Turks makes clear 
why the Turks do not want to see Greece exer- 
cising control of the island. 

Two things serve to ameliorate the situation 
at present. Sir Hugh Foote, the new governor, 
gives every evidence of being eager to do his 
part in the finding of an amicable solution, And 
since the Suez crisis, when Cyprus was not of 
as much help as it had been expected it would 
be. London has not stressed the military {m- 
portance of the island as it did before Suez, 

If it were deemed essential, the Greeks have 
promised in the past that they would allow 
Britain to have bases and complete control over 
them. Soviet Russia, always ready to fish in 
muddied waters, is charging the West wants 
Cyprus for a missile base. Since Turkey, one of 
the West's strongest allies, lies only 40 miles 
away and has ample space for such bases, that 
would seem to answer this charge. 

The chances appear better at this session of 
the U.N. for a settlement than they have in the 
past. If an agreement can be worked out it 
should do much to reduce tension within the 
ranks of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
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Senator Saltonstall says he thinks the line 
of missile and Satellite command is clear, reach- 
ing directly up to the President.

Awareness of the gravity of the 
present situation and concern for the 
preservation of peace impel us, Mr.

Allow me to set forth what we be- 
lieve could be done in this direction. 

We regret that the disarmament 
talks have not produced any results 
because of the stand taken by the 
Western powers. 

The Soviet Union is still prepared 
to reach agreement on effective dis- 
armament measures. It depends on 
the Western powers whether the dis- 
armament talks will be conducted in 
the right direction or whether the 
problem will remain stalemated. 


Way to Build Confidence 


It must be admitted that one of the 
obstacles to the disarmament agree- 
ment is lack of confidence between 
the parties to the talks. Can anything 
be done to build up this confidence? 
Of course it can. 

We propose the following: Let us 
undertake, for the time being, togeth- 
er with the Government of Britain, 
merely to refrain from using nuclear 
weapons and announce as a start, the 
suspension of test éxplosions of all 
types of these weapons as of Jan. l, 
1958, if only for two or three years, 

Let us agree, together with the 
Government of Great Britain, that no 
types of nuclear arms are to be de- 
ployed on the territory of Germany,

To help normalize the situation in 
the Middle East, let us pledge our- 
selves not to take any steps infringing 
the independence of the countries of 
the area and renounce the use of force 
in the solution of questions bearing on 
the Middle East. 


Let us conclude a treaty proclaiming 
the firm resolve of both our states to 
develop relations of friendship and 
peaceful’ co-operation between them. 


It is time to take measures to halt 
the present propaganda in the press 
and radio generating mutual distrust, 
suspicion and ill will. 


It is also necessary to restore the 
conditions for the normal development 
of trade between our countries, for 
mutually profitable trade is the best 
of foundations for the development of 
relations between countries, for the 
en of confidence between 

em. 


Let us extend scientific, cultural 
and sports contacts to the utmost. One 
can envisage, for instance, what great 
benefits would acerue from eo-opera- 
tion between Soviet and American sci- 
entists in the further harnessing of 
the elemental forces of nature. 


There is no doubt that implementa- 


tion of these measures, which would 


cause no prejudice whatsoever either 
to the security or other interests of 
any state, would be of great impor-

peace. 


The establishment of a necessary’ 
degree of confidence in international. 
relations would make it possible to 
proceed to such radical measures as 
a substantial cut in armed forces and 
armaments, a complete ban on the nu- 
clear weapons, discontinuation of 
their manufacture and destruction of 
their stockpiles, withdrawal of foreign 
armed forces from the territories of 
all countries, including the partic- 
ipants of NATO and the Warsaw 
Treaty, and replacement of the now 
existing military alignments of states 
by a system of collective security. 

The crucial moment in the develop- 
ment of international relations through 
which we are passing makes it more 
necessary than perhaps ever before 
to take realistic steps conforming to 
the vital interests and the will of the 
peoples. 

Past experience shows how much 
statesmen who understand correctly 
the demands of the moment and act 
in keeping with these demands can 
do for the good of the peoples. 


To Find a Common Ground 


Mr. President, knowing you as a 
man of broad vision and peaceful con- 
victions, I trust that you will under- 
stand this message correctly and, be- 
ing mindful of the responsibility which 
devolves in the present situation on 
the leaders of the United States and 
the Soviet Union, will be ready to 
pool the efforts of both countries with 
the noble aim of channeling interna- 
tional developments in the direction 
of a stable peace and friendly intemna- 
tional co-operation. 


Attaching great importance to per- 
sonal contacts between statesmen 
which help them to find common 
ground on major international prob- 
lems, we would be prepared, for our 
part, to reach agreement on a meeting 
of the heads of government to discuss 
both the questions mentioned in the 
present letter and other questions 
which parties to the meeting might 
find it necessary to consider.

One Requirement: Patience. 

The difficulties can mainly 
be overcome if the chairman 
has patience and total non- 
service loyalties himself. They 
were overcome when Gen. 
Omar Bradley was chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
four years. During his tenure 
there were only four split 
papers. During Adm. Arthur 
Radford’s tenure, the splits 
were almost constant. 

The present chairman, Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, is proceed- 
ing much in Bradley’s patient 
fashion and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff are again working to- 
gether for the good of the 
country, with service loyalties 
and ambitions secondary.

include the limitation of Com- 
munist Chinese arms,

litical and economic. Rather 

surprisingly, in most countries 
moral or humanitarian grounds 


are cited more often than 
either economic or political 
grounds. 


Humanitarian reasons were 
highest in prosperous Sweden. 
Political and economic reasons 
were negligible. Here 54 per 
cent favor aid to underde- 
veloped nations for moral or 
humanitarian reasons. 

Political and economic ad- 
vantages were cited about 
equally often in the various 
countries. 

Political grounds are mosé 
often advanced in Australia, 
where 35 per cent of the pub- 


‘lic spoke in terms of the bal- 


ance of power. In contrast, 
only 4 per cent of the Danes 
cite political reasons. 

Economic gain was the rea- 
son cited most frequently in 
the Netherlands (22 per cent), 
least often in Norway and 
Sweden (one per cent and four 
per cent). 

Many of those who were 
against aid to underdeveloped 
areas gave as their reason the 
fact that their own needs were 
more urgent. This was clearly 
the case in Brazil and Norway.

WHAT IS THE MOST famous 
diary in English literature? Few will 
dispute the statement that it was the 
one kept for the best part of ten years 
— from 1660, the restoration of Charles 
II, to 1669—by Samuel Pepys, the in- 
dustrious Clerk of the Acts of the Navy 
Office. From the day that its author's 
shorthand was first deciphered and its 
3000 pages, containing well over a 
million words, were published in 10 
volumes in 1825, Pepys’s diary has re- 
mained a unique document, in the true 
sense of that over-worked word. 

The diary is noted above all other 
known diaries both for the unaduit- 
erated honesty of its self-portrayal, its 
sheer lack of concealment and of any 
attempt at self-idealization, and for the 
extraordinary vividness of the picture 
it gives of London in the Restoration 
period and of the life and society of 
that time. For Mr. Pepys was a shrewd 
and tireless observer of the human 
scene. Like a Dutch painter of the 
period, he faithfully depicts history in 
such a concrete way and in such human 
terms that it becomes real even to the 
least historically minded person, It 
therefore is a source of endless delight 
both to the scholar seeking authentic 
detail of the period and to readers 
generally. 

IN THIS WAY the worthy Samuel 
supplied posterity with precisely the 
kind of material needed for the writing 
of successful biography. In fact, only a 
novelist armed with the most modern 
tools of psychological analysis could 
improve upon the complete character 
that is laid bare in the pages of this 
journal. It would be difficult, too, for 
a novelist to invent a story with more 
inherent interest than the one told here, 
For Pepys was the closest kind of eye-

ENGLAND HAS lfately caught the 
attention of the reading populace with an 
emerging group of writers called “the 
angry young men,” and it now appears 
that the gestation processes on the 
island are delivering up another brood 
which may very well outbid the first 
for acclaim in the world of letters. 

With the publication, first of “The 
Outsider,” by 24-year-old Colin Wilson, 
and now of 23-year-old Stuart Holroyd’s 
“Emergence from Chaos,” we _ find 
precocious youth invading a realm gen- 
“erally reserved for proven writers in 
their reflective later years. This is the 


«realm of broad criticism, and we might 


tab Wilson and Holroyd and those to 
follow, “the brash young men,” for 
they attempt to distill great draughts 
of history, of society, and of thought. 
Both Wilson and Holroyd have been 
hailed as voices of the younger gen- 
eration, with the implication that the 
older generation, having made a mess 
of it, may here find the elusive answers. 
And the answer ultimately offered in 
“Emergence from Chaos” is -strikingly 
similar to that of “The Outsider.”

I have re- 
ferred to no events, I believe, that are 
not true, but I have taken the novelist’s 
liberty of interpreting the facts in 
accordance with the image I have of 
Pepys in my own mind.” 
THE CHIEF PROOF of Mr. Ab- 
ernethy’s particular kind of pudding 
would seem to be in the reading, and it 
must be said at once that his book 
passes this test with the greatest suc- 
cess. It is absorbing to accompany 
Pepys on his peregrinations about town, 
to watch him conduct the official busi- 
ness of the Navy Board and attend the 
royal court, to see him in his home in 
Seething Lane, witness his, at times, 
stormy relations with his wife Eliza- 
beth, and his occasional dalliances 
away from the conjugal bed. The way 
in which great events are laid side by 
side with domestic tempests and petty 
intrigues makes this a fascinating and 
at times very amusing chronicle. 

A full-size and convincing portrait is 
thus given us of a man to whom his 
country owed much, because it was 
honest and efficient administrators 
like Samuel Pepys, who made it their 
job to see that the Navy was properly 
supplied, that laid the foundations of 
England’s imperial power.

TODAY the 462 words 
that comprise the American 
Bill of Rights have been in 
force 166 years.

SO MUCH of our liberty 
derives from the First 
Amendment that Prof. Kon- 
vitz of Cornell University 
devotes his excellent book 
primarily to the guarantees 
of freedom of speech and 
related liberties. Religious 
freedom, so he is convinced, 
is not only the crowning 
feature among our freedoms, 
but the very “basis of Amer- 
ican society.” This is even 
truer today, he says, than a 
century and a half ago when 
the nation was founded. 

Urging American citizens 
to protect as well as to cher- 
ish the separation of church 
and state, the author writes: 

“It is doubtful if religion 
is in a stronger position in 
Italy, where Roman Catholi- 
cism is the state religion, or 
in England, where the An- 
glican Church is the estab- 
lished church, than it is in 
the United States”—where 
the Constitution forbids any 
congressional act “respecting 
an establishment of religion.” 

Prof. Konvitz puts a high 
rating on the right to pri- 
vacy. Indeed, under the 
heading, “Freedom of Speech, 
Press and Assembly,” he 
takes up first the freedom 
not to speak, the freedom 
not to listen and the right to 
let alone. 

He has no use for test 
oaths and loyalty oaths as a 
means of enforcing patriot- 
ism and says frankly that the 
Supreme Court’s failure five 
years ago to declare New 
York’s teachers’ oath law and 
its supporting regulations 
“unconstitutional on their 
face is difficult to under- 
stand and even more difficult 
to justify.”

The Case for Snakes 


LIVING REPTILES OF THE WORLD, by Karl P. Schmidt 
and Robert F. Inger. (Hanover House, 287 pgs., 266 illus., 
$10.)

SNAKES GOT A VERY bad name in the Book of 
Genesis, and most of the time since Eden their press rela- 
tions have been poor. Yet snakes are very beautiful crea- 
tures that do much good in the world; the great maiority 
are quite harmless, and even the few that are dangerously 
venomous are poorly equipped—having no arms or legs— 
to do battle with the higher animals. 

If it is true that unreasoning hostility is rooted in fear, 
and fear is based on ignorance, or lack of understanding, 
then it could be that such magnificently illustrated books as 
this one, written by two scientists of the Chicago Natural His- 
tory Museum, will have an eroding effect on the hostility 
many persons feel toward reptiles. The authors, Karl P. 
Schmidt, curator of zoology emeritus, and Robert F. Inger, 
curator of reptiles, point out that the first half of the cur- 
rent century has seen extraordinary upsurges of interest in 
their field. 

“Living Reptiles of the World” is one of a series of new 
volumes on natural history that takes advantage of the magte 
of color photography. It is full of fascinating detail about 
a group of animals that, in the opinion of some good citi- 
zens, Noah might wisely have excluded from the ark. Major 
divisions cover turtles, the tuatara of New Zealand, the ailli- 
gators, crocodiles and gavials, the lizards and the snakes. 
The text is written for the general public. The illustrations 
are superb. 

IT IS INTERESTING to learn that the Indian 
cobra, said to be responsible for about 10,000 deaths annually, 
is not an aggressive creature. Even the king cobra, largest 
of its group, usually slithers away when disturbed. However, 


the authors believe that it does occasionally attack man, and 


one can agree heartily with their statement: “To be walking 
along a jungle trail and suddenly to be confronted by a big 
king cobra with about four feet of its 12-foot length reared 
up is a nerve-wracking experience.”

The Saga of Rhodes the Lovable Cowboy 


A RAR CROSS MAN: THE LIFE AND 
PERSONAL WRITINGS OF ELGENE 
MANLOVE RHODES, by W. H., 
Hutchinson. (University of Oklahoma 
Press, 433 pes., $5.)

‘*‘AND WHAT should a man do? 
Attain to height by craft instead of by 
strength? No, I thank you. Push him- 
self from lap to lap, become a little 
great man in a great little circle? No, 
I thank you. But sing, dream, 
laugh, loaf, be free, have eyes that look 
squarely, a voice with a ring: wear if he 
chooses, his hat hindside afore; fer a 
yes, for a no; fight a duel or turn a 
ditty! Work, without concern of fortune 
or of glory, to accomplish the heart's 
desired journey to the moon.” 

Such was the philosophy set down 
and lived by Eugene Manlove Rhodes, 
novelist, cowboy and poet whose tales 
of the Southwest created a profound in- 
fluence in the first three decades of the 
twentieth century. Hutchinson’s “A 
Bar Cross Man,” faithfully recreates 
this “nique personality. 

The Rhodesian saga begins with a 
realistic account of a dice game in an 
E! Paso saloon in which Rhodes and ‘2 
giant Negro are the principals in a 
fight that almost ends Rhodes’ career. 
Then the young cowboy wanders off to 
Apalachin, New York, where he mar- 
ries a young widow with two sons, but 


soon returns to New Mexico to punch 


cows and write. 

In his early years, Rhodes had al- 
ready set his pattern for hard work. 
We see him employed in digging wells, 
building roads, locating mining claims 
and for 25 years as cowboy, mainly on 
the Bar Cross Ranch at Engle, New

Mexico, Which in his youth served as a 
haven and hiding place for rough and 
shady characters; in his later life and 
writings the Bar Cross Ranch was a 
symbol of the free range days—the best 
that he had known. 


IN THE EARLY 1900's when his 
wife went East on a visit, Rhodes fol- 
lowed and “got snowed in for twenty 
years.” It was during this prolonged ab- 
sence that a series of legends good and 
bad were woven around his name, 

Rhodes tried farming and was about 
as successful as Captain U. S. Grant in 
his pre-Civil: War days. As _ business 
man he was not unlike Dickens’s Wil- 
kins Micawber—constantly in debt, But 
unlike that cheerful gentleman, he 
managed to wangle “advances” from his 
publishers and he did not go to prison. 
Rhodes was as good with his fists as 
he was free with his funds. At one 
time he battled an ex-prize-fighter and 
was nearly killed; at another, he 
thrashed a man who refused to pay a 
business debt. 

At the turp of the century, with the 
publication of his ‘Good Men and 
True” and “West is West,”’ he had ac- 
quired a coterie of admirers who recog- 
nized that his fine stories. mirrored 
with charm and fidelity the lives of the 
rugged frontiersmen among whom he 
lived and worked. In his latter years, 
“The' Trusty Knaves” and “Beyond the 
Desert” made him a national literary 
figure. 

RHODES’S STORFES are not the 
make-believe, sensational type, glorify- 
ing gun smoke. Rather, they recount 
the true, daily life on the ranch and 
range in which vitality, optimism, and 
humor, as well as suffering, despair 


' 
; 
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and tragedy, interwoven. 

To be sure, a glimpse of Rhodesian 
personality is discernible in his- pub- 
lished works. But it is in his personal 
letters to and from myriads of persons 
that we see the true measure of the 
man; his foibles, his humor, his depth, 
his wisdom, and above all—his beloved 
West. The weaver of tales was a vor- 
acious reader and his memory was a 
vast storehouse, A lover of living things, 
he found values of life in mountain 
tops, amid great distances, and among 
simple people herding cattle. 


All through Rhodes’s talk as in his 

writing ran his passionate belief in 
“little people,” whose strength, cour- 
age and fortitude, he believed, were 
the backbone of the country. And, as 
champion .of the average American, 
he made unrelenting war on “Young 
Intellectuals” of his day—the Menck- 
ens and super-Menckens who maligned 
the common man and ignored or 
snubbed his beloved West. 
RHODES has been styled the “novel- 
ist of the cattle kingdom,” but, of 
course, he was a great deal more. His 
love of fairness made him a spokesman 
for all: America—one might say a cham- 
pion of men everywhere. His stories 
delighted readers in many parts of the 
world. Indeed, Rhodes himself was a 
“Good Man and True, who left an in- 
delible mark, 

In:“A Bar Cross Man” Hutchinson 
has shattered many a myth about 
Rhodes and his West and created a 
more colorful figure and a truer coun: 
try than the fictions ever were. Rhodes 
emerges a lovable character. that 
warms ‘the heart, quickens, and ele- 
vates the spirit. 


he criticizes sharply 
the so-called “liberal concep- 
tion of law and politics” un- 
derlying the Supreme Court’s 
decisiagns in First Amend- 
ment cases.

Kirkwood Sanctuary Combines Varied Architectural Features

A CHURCH WHOSE DESIGN 
makes use of traditional motifs in a 
contemporary spirit is nearing com- 
pletion in Kirkwood. The first services 
in the newest large church edifice in 
the St. Louis area will be held next 
Sunday, when the First Presbyterian 
Church congregation will vacate its 
sanctuary of the last 69 years, seating 
about 250 persons, and will occupy its 
new sanctuary, seating nearly 1000. 

This building is a near neighbor of 
five other large churches in Kirkwood 
and Webster Groves, all built in the 
last four years. Each in its own way 
exemplifies modern approaches. to 
problems of church architecture which, 
in suburban communities, means con- 
necting the auditorium used for worship 
services with extensive space for edu- 
cational and social activities. 

Three of these churches are in a 
eluster at the Lockwood boulevard and 
Berry road. intersection in Webster 
Groves. There, the Webster Hills 
Methodist Church has added a new 
sanctuary that exactly matches the 
classic Gothic style of the original 
building, and the Mary Queen of Peace 
Catholic Church has built an imposing 
place of worship of octagonal shape. 
Both of these are of white limestone. 
The nearby Webster Groves Christian 
Church has put up a high-péaked brick 
structure, supported by pointed arches 
of laminated wood. 

In Kirkwood, Concordia Lutheran 

Church, at Kirkwood road and Wood- 
bine avenue, is of stone in modified 
English Gothic style, and St. Peter’s 
Catholic Church, at 243 West Argonne 
avenue, is of forthright contemporary 
style. 
PLANS FOR THE NEW Pres- 
byterian church were complicated by 
its having to be joined to two additions 
made at different times, and in different 
styles, to the original building. The 
architects, Robert Fischer and Will 
Campbell, created a new design that is 
harmonious with the old but is also 
distinctive in its own right. 

The church property occupies one 
end of a tract a block long and a half- 
block deep at the corner of Kirkwood 
road and Adams avenue. The new 
sanctuary is placed across this space, 
extending almost the full depth of the 
lot. At the rear, it is joined to an 
existing Sunday school wing; at the 
front the distance between the new 
building and an older annex is bridged 
by a two-story cloister, its upper part 
housing Sunday school rooms, the lower 
an open passage between seven pairs of 
pointed arches formed in limestone. 

Through these arches is seen an open 
eourt, which will be landscaped around 
an old oak tree that has been carefully 
preserved. The study of the pastor, 
Dr. Donald H. Stewart, also looks out 
over this inclosed court from the ground 
floor of the sanctuary, as does the 
adjoining church parlor. 

Above the cloister arches, on the 
street side, is a row of square per- 
forations framed in smoothly finished 
stone. Glass in several tones of blue 
in these perforations softens and tints 
the outside light, 


The sanctuary itself is a cleanly de- 
fined mass of contrasting textures of 
creamy limestone, squared but rough- 
cut on the facade and on projecting 
entranceways, and smooth finished 
around the apse and on ‘he high, fully 
exposed east wall. The exterior design 
makes use of the solid, simple clarity 
of contour characteristic of Swedish 
architecture. 


The front entrance is a double door 
set into a pointed stone arch. This 
and the cloister arches are reminiscent 
of the Gothic form traditional in church 
design, but they are broader, following 
a geometric form that derives from 
the Middle East. The entrance doors 
are cut through a Moorish screen effect 
of finished stone with cruciform per- 
forations of blue glass, which softly 
illuminate the narthex. 


THE ONLY OTHER break in this 
front wall is a long, narrow slot that 
rises from a block of stone jutting over 
the doorway arch and extends to a sec- 
ond outcropping of stone at the peak of 
the roof. The slot contains a vertical 
row of blue windows which admit light 
to the balcony inside. In the exterior 
design, it is the beginning of a vertical 
line that is carried on upward by the 
slender copper-clad spire. 

The vestibule view into the sanctu- 
ary is a vista of deep, high, shadowy 
space. The long east wall, on the left, 
is perforated from floor to ceiling with 
74 windows, each 14 inches square. 
To have placed the customary large 
windows on this wall, exposed to the 
morning sun, would have flooded the 
auditorium with distracting, if not 
blinding, light. The small windows 


contain stained glass, the lower courses 
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of which are in ancient Christian 
symbols— the Greek, Latin and St. 
Andrews crosses, the torch, harp, book, 
fish and other designs of gospel or 
historic significance. These are me- 
morial windows, which members of the 
congregation may provide at small unit 
cost. 

THE PRINCIPAL WINDOWS 
are in the apse, a set of 13 towering 
designs in stained glass 28 feet high 
by four feet wide. Seven of these are 


now in place. Six prominent Old Testa- ° 


ment figures, Moses, Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Amos, David and Daniel, and Biblical 
events in which they had part comprise 
the left side grouping. A figure of 
Christ, inviting all peoples and all races, 
is set in the central window, framing a 
suspended gilt cross, and the right- 
hand windows represent figures and 
events of the New Testament. 


The windows are the work of Joseph 
Mayer, of the Jacoby Art Glass Co., a 
German-born artist who uses painting 
fused on stained glass of deep, rich 
colors in his designs. 

The side walls are of a soft rose 
brick, supported by six pairs of interior 
flying buttresses. The light filtering 
in through the east side perforations 
through the line of buttress columns, 
and culminating in the vast composi- 
tion of brilliantly colored light in the 
apse, creates a forest-like effect of 
quiet grandeur. 

From the practical point of view, the 
design is one that makes for minimum 
maintenance, since the finish is the 
natural surface of brick, stone and 
concrete. The sanctuary is air-condi- 
tioned, and is illuminated by lights set 
within its almost flat ceiling.

Lively Arts at the Artists’ Guild 


Group Celebrates Its Half-Century on Union Boulevard

AT THE TURN of the‘century, in 
the era of the Victorian carry-over, 
artists were expected to be Bohemian, 
and the public enjoyed being mildly 
shocked at their extravagant behavior. 
This aura clung to an organization of 
artists called the St. Louis Artists’ 
Guild that was formed in 1886 and this 
year celebrates its fiftieth year in its 
building at 812 Union boulevard. 

In 1936, at the golden anniversary of 
its founding, several senior members 
published their rerminiscences of the 
Guild’s early days. One of them was 
Holmes Smith, professor and architect. 
Another was George S. Johns, then edi- 
torial page editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
who recalled that occasionally word got 
around that some activities of the Guild 
were spicy or daring. 

“My feeling is,” he wrote, “that such 
reports were greatly exaggerated in the 
telling. The most daring feat I recall 
was that of our youngest lady member 
who, upon special request, would leap 
over the back of a chair. This flight 
would be taken in evening dress with 
neatness and dispatch.” 

In the Guild, dignity has co-existed 
with drollery, seriousness with satire. 
Recently, L. Guy Blackmer, fondly dis- 
cussing works in his collection then on 
exhibition at the Artists’ Guild gallery, 
interrupted himself to read his thumb- 
nail biography. This was, of course, a 
po-em: 


A man said, when his head had 
turned grey, 
“With Art in my heart night and day 


I used to collect Buddahs, 
But from now on it’s nude-ahs— 


I think I'll stay younger that way!” 


A group can be judged by the leaders 
it selects, and the stature of Its presi- 
dents reflects the caliber of the Artists’ 
Guild. Among these were Johns and 
Clark McAdams, the latter also a 
formee Post-Dispatch editorial page 
editor; Scott McNutt, a portrait painter; 
Henry Chadeayne, James Harmon, Dean 
Alexander S. Langsdorf, William Sims, 
Col. Francis Rickly, and the current 
president, Dr. Wayne Townsend, former 
Dean of the Washington University Law 


School ° 


The guild grew out of the old St. 
Louis Sketch Club, an informal group

of painters, sculptors, musicians, archi- 
tects and lay members who enjoyed the 
company and banter of the artists. Con- 
versation, abetted by schooners of beer, 
was considered equal, if not superior, 
in importance to sketching. 


In 1886, a meeting was called to form 
a new art organization to be called the 
St. Louis Artists’ Guild. The proposal 
to include women as members raised 
eyebrows_,and dropped several of the 
old guard. However, the motion was 
happily carried. “A constitution was 
adopted,” Smith: wrote, “but the princi- 
pal endeavor of the member in charge 
was to guard it with absolute secrecy. 
To have revealed it when some course 
of action was to be decided would have 
been a breach of propriety. This made 
for a certain flexibility of action.” 


From its inception the Guild used 
the term “artists” in its broad in- 
clusive sense and later this grew into 
the crusade-cry: All the Arts Under 
One Roof. It was to be some time before 
this “One Roof” materialized. For a 
score of years the organization met in 
members’ homes and studios, over 
grocery stores, and, among more pre- 
tentious places, the Odeon, and in the 
basement of the Old Museum of Fine 
Arts. 


IT WAS DURING the presidency 
of George S. Johns that the miracle was 
accomplished. It was of course, as al- 
ways, a question of finances. Johns 
acquainted W. K. Bixby with the 
organization and the need of a con- 
temporary art gallery in the commun- 
ity. Bixby made a substantial contribu- 
tion and a design for the Guild building 
was made by Architect Louis C. Spier- 
ing. Life memberships were sold to 
raise $6000 to purchase the lot. 


So the year. 1907 was a milestone for 
the arts in St. Louis. The City Art 
Museum was founded by Professor 
Halsey C. Ives, charter member of the 
Guild, and the cornerstone for the 
Artists’ Guild building was laid. The 
following year the “Guilders” opened 
their gallery, and launched the con- 
tinuous series of annual ,exhibitions 
which is now in its fiftieth year. 

In 1916 the Guild facilities were ex- 
panded with a supplementary gallery 
and a theater. Dramatics had always 
played a part in its activities. and Clark 
McAdams, then president, promoted 
the funds for the building additions— 


Fred Dreher, sculptor, painter and Artists” 
Guild member, teaches art at John Bure 
roughs School, 
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Bixby again “coming to the rescue” 
financially. 

FOR THE GRAND opening, Johns 
went to New York and hired David 
Carb, a dramatist who had on hand a 
play entitled “Behind a Watteau Pic- 
ture,” to put on his production here. 

Several members protested at using 
this play. “One in particular,” Johns 
later recalled, “contended that the 
theater should be opened with a play 
written by a St. Louisan. As she her- 
self had written several plays, the im- 
plication was that one of these should 
be selected. It was a difficult time.” 

Since then, The Players, The Little 
Theater and The Community Playhouse 
have used the Guild theater. One play 
was written especially for the Guild by 
Lord Dunsany. This year, the George 
Williams Players and The Players group 
have plays in the same hall. 

The most important public function 
of the Guild has always been its ex- 
hibitions of art works. The major 
annual exhibitions now are those of oil 
paintings and sculpture, of watercolors, 
of prints, drawings and crafts, and of 
portraiture. These are juried exhibi- 
tions, open to all artists of the St. Louis 
area. The Guild also displays open 
competitive exhibitions sponsored by 
other organizations—the annual Christ- 
mas Card Competition of the First 
National Bank, The Metropolitan Church 
Federation Religious Art competition 
and the Ars Sacre Exhibition. Fourteen 
shows afe scheduled for the current 
season. 

Although it is entirely dependent on 
its membership for funds, the Guild 
offers substantial prizes, among them 
purchase prizes for major exhibitions. 
It thus buys up to four works a year for 
its own collection. 

Other Guild activities include the 
biennial Studio Tours and Artists-in- 
Action demonstrations, the Travelogue 
Lecture Series and the annual Outdoor 
Art Fair of Greater St. Louis, held on 
the Ladue School grounds. Proceeds of 
such events go in to the prize fund. 

The Artists’ Guild is one of but a 
handful of organizations in this country 
in which artists and people interested 
in the arts maintain a permanent home, 
gallery and theater of their own.

Opera at Symphony 


“The Telephone” on Program 


GIAN-CARLO MENOTTI’S short opera “The Tele- 
phone” will be presented for the first time at a St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra concert series Saturday evening at 8:40 
and Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock in the Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House. The opera, which will be given in concert 
form, will substitute for Carl Orff’s “Carmina Burana,” now 
scheduled for next season. Harry Farbman, assistant con- 
ductor, will conduct. 


The remainder of the program will consist of Benjamin 
Britten’s “Variations and Fugue on a Theme by Purcell,” 
which is also known as “Young Person's Guide to the Or- 
chestra,” Dvorak’s “New World” Symphony and an orches- 
tral transcription of Corelli's “Adagio,” from his Sonata 
No. 5. The last work will be played in memory of Powell B. 
McHaney and Oliver F. Richards, who were members of the 
Symphony Board. 

Soloists for the opera will be Carolee Coombs, soprano, 
and Jay Willoughby, baritone. Both singers have sung 
these roles this season with the Springfield (I1l.) Symphony 
Orchestra, which Farbman conducts. Miss Coombs and Wil- 
loughby have also taken leading roles in Washington Univer- 
sity Opera Workshop productions. 

‘‘THE TELEPHONE’’ was first’ performed in New 
York in 1947 and became a Broadway hit, an infrequent 
designation for opera. It is a satirical piece about a young 
girl so addicted to telephone conversation that her suitor, 
who has come to propose, must go to the corner drugstore 
and call in his intentions. Menotti, an American composer 
of Italian birth, has composed several other successful Operas, 
including the Christmas story, “Amahl and the Night Visi- 
tors.” 

CHRISTMAS MUSIC and other selections of interest 
to both grown-ups and children will be presented at today’s 
family “pop” concert at 3 o'clock at Kiel Auditorium. Harry 
Farbman will conduct, and performers will include Beverly 
Anne Beasley, lyric soprano; the St. Louis Boy Choristers, 
directed by Helen Louise Graves; and the Riverton Dancers, 
directed by Elizabeth Schneider. A special script has been 
written by Bonnie Dewes. 


Christ Church Cathedral Concert 


THE SECOND PROGRAM in the Christ Church 
C&thedral concert series will be given Tuesday evening at 
8:30 in the cathedral. Performers will be Martha Deatherage, 
soprano, Jane Aranda, pianist, and members of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra string section, conducted by Ronald 
Arnatt, organist and choirmaster of the cathedral. The 
program will consist of Corelli's Christmas Concerto, the 
“Dies Natalis” Cantata by Gerald Finzi, Concerto Grosso 
for Piano and Strings by Ernest Bloch and Introduction and 
Allegro for Strings by Edward Elgar. 


Classical Records 


THE BARTOK CONCERTO for Orchestra grows 
more lucid and more beautiful with each hearing and it 
is now reasonable to suppose that it is one of those master- 
pieces which will be capable of an indefinite number of sur- 
prises. This concerto is also outstanding in being modern 
and at the same time richly melodic. Several good record- 
ings of the concerto have been made and are still available; 
now a new one has been added by the Berlin Radio Sym- 
phony Orchestra with Ferenc Fricsay conducting. (Decca, 
One 12-inch LP.) Fricsay has exacted the kind of clean 
execution that discloses all the ingenuity of the composer's 
formal devices, particularly his use of solo instruments, and 
has imbued the whole work with a sustaining warmth. 


OTTO KLEMPERER, conducting the Philharmonia Or- 
chestra of London, reads the big E-Flat Symphony and the 
“Prague” Symphony of Mozart with due respect for both 
their vivacity and their grace. In brief these are well set, 
well realized performances which lack only the stigma of 
eccentricity which some conductors think they must have in 
order to differentiate their work from that of others. This 
record has excellent sound. The Philharmonia, of course, is 
one of the world’s best, but it takes sensible engineering to 
avoid the overemphasized brilliance of many modern record- 
ings. (Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 

A RECORDING of the Brahms Symphony No. 2 by the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra under Rafael Kubelik pre- 
sents an example of brilliant playing (and reproduction) that 
is kept within sensible limits. In other respects, too, the 
performance is quite satisfactory. It has rounded contours 
and appropriate depth in the texture. Kubelik makes the 
inner voices play their part in the general complex of sound. 
(London, One 12-inch LP.) 

RUDOLPH SERKIN and the Marlboro Festival Or- 
chestra play the Mozart E-Flat (K. 271) and the A Major 
(K,. 414) ¢oncerti in the intimate spirit of chamber music. 
Alexander Schneider is the conductor. The first movement of 
the A Major is, perhaps, a little too relaxed though the com- 
pensating factor—a lovely, easy fluency—is highly rewarding. 
The rest of the concerto and the more serious E-Flat concerto 
are certainly crisp enough. (Columbia, One 12-inch LP.) 


HOWARD HANSON has added another recording to 
the list of American works that he has been instrumental in 
promoting by conducting the Rochester-Eastman Symphony 
Orchestra in several works of Samuel Barber. The orchestra 
sounds well and Mr. Hanson is a conductor with plenty 
of authority. The works recorded are the Symphony No. 1 
in One Movement, the Adagio for Strings, the “Overture 
to the School for Scandal” and the Essay for Orchestra. 
Barber uses a conservative idiom but one which never de- 
generates into musical bromides. (Mercury, One 12-inch LP.) 
HANDEL’S TWELVE CONCERTI GROSSI are 
played with considerable distinction by the Pro-Arte Orchestra 
of Munich under Karl Redell. A sound, basic rhythm is 
established for each work but*the meter is pliable enough to 
allow for appropriate expression. This is an excellent 
string orchestra with good soloists. As these works are 
comparable in stature to the Bach Brandenburg Concerti 
this is an album which every collector should enjoy. The 
reproduction, incidentally, is first rate, (Vox, Three 12-inch 
LPs in album.)

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Little Known Carl Orff 


More Discussed Than Listened To 


By MANUS SASONKIN 


STRANGE IS THE CASE of Carl Orff. Hailed and 
celebrated in his native Germany, his music is all but un- 
known to the rest of the world. In this country, it has 
the curious distinction of being more heard of than heard, 
more discussed than listened to. 

The reasons for Orff's comparative lack of popularity 
become apparent when we examine his output. For one 
thing, it is smally the principal works being “Carmina Bu- 
rana,” “Catulli Carmina,” “Triunfo di Afrodite”’ and the 
opera “Die Kluge.” But even more important than the 
meagerness of his output is fits nature; Orff has composed 
almost exclusively in dramatic media. 

Now, this is not the way to win American acclaim, as 

many a distinguished composer has learned, to his sorrow. 
(The phenomenon of Gian-Carlo Menotti is explained very 
simply: Menotti’s commercially successful operas have been 
designed to assuage the appetites of Broadway theater, rather 
than Metropolitan Opera audiences, and they are essentially 
plays with musical obbligato, rather than self-sustaining 
musical scores.) The simple—and tragic—fact is that not 
a single dramatic work of a twentieth century composer 
has, as yet, established itself in the repertory. And so Orff, 
having done virtually no other type of writing, is virtually 
unknown, to American audiences, at least. 
ORFF’S ‘‘CARMINA BURANA,’?’ waited almost 
20 years for its American premiere. Actually, “Carmina 
Burana,” composed in 1935-36, is not an opera, Orff having 
designated it a “scenic cantata,” and scored it for three 
solo singers, chorus and a slightly augmented orchestra, 
with accompaniment of mime and dance. But although not 
a true opera, it is operatic, both formally and stylistically, 
with clearly defined solos, ensembles and choruses. The 
facilities it demands for a complete performance are those 
which only a theater designed to accommodate operatic 
performances could provide. 

The poetical source for “Carmina Burana” is a thirteenth 
century manuscript in the monastery of Benediktbeuren, in 
southern Bavaria. From this manuscript, Orff selected some 
25 poems, written in both low German and low Latin, and 
grouped them under three general headings: “Spring,” “The 
Tavern” and “Love.” Orff's settings reflect the extro- 
version and earthy vigor of the texts, many of which border 
on the indelicate. His score reveals a strong sense of 
diatonic tonality, a nearly total lack of counterpoint, a 
straightforward approach to melody, and a grandiosely ele- 
mental concept of form. 


ORFF’S CRITICS HAVE assailed his techniques as 
being regressive, pointing out that he has added nothing to the 
gamut of musical thinking, and that his reliance upon small 
formal designs results in a lack of structural continuity. 
There can be no denying that, by composing “Carmina Bu- 
rana” in 25 short movements, Orff precludes the existence of 
any large scale musical developments, of the sort that com- 
posers of major works have traditionally relied upon. More- 
over, by eliminating the larger and more complex forms, Orff 
has inhibited his creative technique, and invited the charge 
of formal monotony, 

On the other hand, Orff’s champions maintain stoutly 
that he represents a healthy return to musical sanity 
in an era blighted with such cerebral, unemotional (and 
therefore unmusical) devices as 12-tone techniques, poly- 
tonality, wholesale dissonance and thick counterpoint. Seiz- 
ing upon the very points which his critics have isolated, 
the defenders have turned them to advantages, indicating 
that simple melodies and harmonies, clear textures and 
small forms result in ready accessibility; and that Orff's 
music is not only accessible, but communicative and eloquent.

Mitchell said the AEC en- 
couraged the M.U.R.A. to 
finest accelerator

attitude almost to the point of 
withdrawing all support. 

“TU. lost physicists Keith 
Brueckner and Kenneth Wat- 
son because there was no defi- 

nite assurance of having a 
large machine in the midwest 
area in the forseeable future,” 
Mitchell said. “The situation 
has been the same at other 
M.U.R.A, institutions. 


Instruction Suffered. 


“This loss of brain-power has 
been even more disastrous to 
the M.U.R.A. plans than the 
delay in acquisition of vital 
apparatus and materials. Also, 
the quality of instruction at 
some midwestern colleges has 
been lowered because some 
outstanding high-energy physi- 
cists have left the region to be 
nearer the accelerators they 
need in their work.” 

Mitchell said M.U.R.A. has 
been working on a new-prin- 


‘ciple accelerator under grants 


from the N.S.F. and the Office 
of Naval Research, and pro- 
poses that the new machine 
should be built near Madison, 
Wis. 

He said the AEC now appar- 
ently favors financing a ma- 
chine of the M.U.R.A. design 
but locating it at Argonne na- 
tional laboratory near Chicago, 
to be managed by the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

Argonne laboratory an- 
nounced Thursday it has been 
authorized by the AEC to build 
a 12\4-billion electron volt ac- 
celerator at a cost of $27,- 
000,000. On completion, the 
laboratory said, the machine 
will produce greater numbers 
of accelerated particles than 
any other multibillion electron 
volt accelerator now in opera- 
tion.

New ‘Office 
For Nooter

Scheduled for construction 
on the near South Side begin- 


ning early next year is a new 
general office building for the 
Nooter Corporation. Alternate 
bids are to be taken shortly 
after the first of the year, 
the company reports, on the 
building of a one or two-story 
structure at 1400 Soutn Third 
street. This is just west of 
the company’s present head- 
quarters building in a central 
city area where new construc- 
tion and rehabilitation are the 
order of the day. 

Robert J. Ryan, president of 
Nooter, said the proposed new 
structure will replace Nooter’s 
present office building as 
quarters for the company’s 
executive offices, administra- 
tive and engineering—--staffs. 
Nooter’s rapid growth of re- 
cent years, he said, has neces- 
sitated the construction. 

The proposed building will 
face 160 feet on the east side 
of Third street and run 140 
feet deep. The 23,000 square 
feet on the first floor will be 
air-conditioned, with 75 per 
cent of the space partitioned 
for private offices. In addi- 
tion, there will be a_ separ- 
ate building at the rear of 
the office structure to house 


boilers, compressors, and 
transformer. The air-handling 
equipment will be set in a 
second-floor penthouse. 
Estimated cost of a one- 
story building is $700,000. 
The alternate bids will be 


asked on a completed second 
floor, interior unfinished, for 
future expansion. 

Plans call for a fireproofed 

steel frame _ structure’ with 
brick-faced exterior walls: con- 
crete floors surfaced with 
plastic tile; insulated built-up 
roof; metal pan acoustic ceil- 
ings, year-round air-condition- 
ing. The entire structure is 
to be supported on steel pil- 
ing. 
The brick facing is to be 
of hard-burned rough colonial- 
type brick with the Third 
street elevation trimmed in 
light-colored self-cleaning terra 
cotta. Double-glazed alumi- 
num windows are to be in- 
stalled throughout. The win- 
dows on the south and we&t 
sides are to be protected by 
movable, vertical-type alum- 
inum louvers placed on the 
exterior of the openings for 
controlling light and glare. 

In addition to the usual stair 
and sanitary facilities, the first 
floor is to have a large en- 
trance lobby featuring an orig- 
final mural painting, a general 
office, and over 70 private 
offices separated by movable, 
ceiling height, acoustic-treated 
partitions. A 12-inch wide 
ribbon of clear glass will be 
installed in all partitions, at 
eve height when seated. In- 
dividual engineers’ offices will 
be 10 feet by 12 feet, and exe- 
cutive offices are generally 13 
feet by 16 feet.

Little More 
Money About 
To Borrow 


The following is from @ 
News Roundup published 
Wednesday, Dec. 11, 1957, in 
the Midwest Edition of the 
Wall Street Journal; reprint- 
ed by special permission: 


Builders and home buyers 
should find mortgage financing 
easier now to line up. And it 
may not be long before rates 
on conventional loans come 
down. 

These are the chief views 
that emerge from talks with 
mortgage brokers, savings and 
loan officials and savings 
bankers. Wall Street Journal 
reporters queried mortgage 
lenders in such key centers as 
Boston, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Dallas, Philadelphia, New York 
and San Francisco, in the 
wake of changing money con- 
ditions brought on by recent 
credit-easing moves by the 
Federal Reserve System. 

There were new indications 
this week that the Federal Re- 
serve has embarked on an eas- 
ier money policy. That switch 
from a former policy of credit 
restraint was signaled the mid- 
dle of November. 

Investors of long-term funds 
put the bulk of their funds 
either in mortgages or Govern- 
ment bonds. But with Govern- 
ment bond yields declining in 
recent weeks, some lenders are 
starting to switch part of their 
portfolios to mortgages whose 
return is unchanged, at be- 
tween 5% and 6%. 

“We have a good deal more 
funds than we did _ before,” 


¢ says Harry G. Glaar, vice presi- 


dent of Philadelphia’s Fidelity 
Bond & Mortgage Co. “Actu- 
ally.” he adds, “because of 
slacker building activity, we're 
having difficulty finding mort- 
gages right now.” 

Irvin Howe, vice president of 
Providence Tradesmans Bank 
& Trust Co. in Philadelphia, 
agrees that builders are find- 
ing it “slightly easier’ to get 
loans now, but the situation, 
he remarks, “has not eased up 
entirely.” 

Loosening Up in Chicago. 

In Chicago, Charles E. Sel- 
bert, manager of the mortgage 
department of Percy Wilson 
Mortgage & Finance Corp., an- 
nounces somewhat jubilantly: 
“We've had two good offers 
for large volumes of mortgage 
purchases, totaling $4 million.” 
He adds: “Until recently, we’ve 
had very few offers of funds 
for mortgage commitments.” 

Mortgage brokers serve as 
middlemen between mortgage 
investors, such as insurance 
companies, and institutions that 
initiate mortgages, such as 
banks and savings and loan 
associations. As the flow of 
mortgages to investors speeds 
up, mortgage initiators natu- 
rally have more money to lend. 
The cost of mortgage money is 
affected, of course, as the sup- 
ply of such funds catches up 
with demand. 

Because Chicago has been 
one of the country’s brighter 
housing spots, there have been 
enough new mortgages in the 
mill to sop up investment funds 
in the Windy City, whereas 
some lenders elsewhere have 
turned to bonds or other in- 
vestments, Mr. Seibert notes. 
But now, he adds, with more 
money coming into the market, 
it’s likely that the rate on con- 
ventional loans there will drop 
from 5°4 per cent to 5% per 
cent “in two or three months.” 

A savings banker in New 
York City, where residential 
mortgage interest rates range 
from 5% per cent to 6 per 
cent, reports “some shading” 
now on mortgages for various 


types of construction, including 


shopping centers and industrial 
plants. A Brooklyn savings 
bank official looks for more 
marked easing of mortgage 
rates around the middle of the 
year, 

But lenders in Boston and 
Cleveland complain that the 
housing money market in their 
localities is much as it has been

Says an official of Jay F. 
Zook, Inc., leading Cleveland 
mortgage brokerage firm, 
“There’s still more need for 
money than there is money.” 
A mortgage official of National 
City Bank of Cleveland says he 
sees no easing of the mortgage 
money supply at least for the 
next six months. 


More Active in West. 


But in San Francisco, Ray- 
mond Latin, president of Bank- 
ers Mortgage Co. of California, 
comments: “Whereas the mar- 
ket was pretty dead for several 
months, it has now become 
more active.” He _ aftributes 
part of this increased interest 
in mortgage lending to a more 
aggressive attitude on the part 
of large commercial banks. Big 
commercial banks usually con- 
fine their building advances to 
interim financing, an arrange- 
ment under which the builder 
has a firm “take-out” commit- 
ment with a permanent-type 
lender, such as an insurance 
company. 

Although mortgage brokers 
and savings bankers in the 
Boston area report no evidence 
of current easing of mortgage 
money there, the bankers add 
that they expect some easing, 
by perhaps spring. 

Mortgage brokers generally 
act as correspondents for in- 
surance companies in securing 
and servicing mortgages; they 
are allocated fund by the in- 
surance companies often as 
much as a year ahead. 

Several major insurance com- 
panies said they had no plans 
to change their allocations due 
to recent money-market devel- 
opments. Some spokesmen not- 
ed, however, that a number of 
correspondents may be coming 
tg the end of the year with 
some of their allocations left 
over, and be working hard to 
place that money. 

Sees No Quick Pickup. 

A spokesman for Travelers 
Insurance Co. added that his 
company doesn’t expect a quick 
pickup in mortgage money sup- 
ply. Travelers, he stated, would 
probably put out about the 
% >-e. amount of money’ next 
yes. 3 this year. 

Residential housing starts 
are lagging this year behind 
last year’s anvatial rate, though 
overall constructioi. sctivity is 
ahead of 1956. To spur ‘gousing 
activity, the Government this 
year tried to make Federal 
Housing Administration-insured 
mortgages more attractive to 
lenders, by raising the rate %4 
point, as well as more helpfel 
to buyers, by lowering down 
payments somewhat.

DUCATIONAL institu-

a change of heart. Three big 
universities in California 
have announced withdrawal 
from the Pacific Coast Con- 
ference because that confer- 
ence Objected to the use of 
professional football players 
on college elevens.

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Three Big Universities 


Come Out for Pro Ball. 

DUCATIONAL institu- 
F tions which through the 

years have looked down 
their noses at professional 
sports apparently are having 
a change of heart. Three big 
universities in California 
have announced withdrawal 
from the Pacific Coast Con- 
ference because that confer- 
ence Objected to the use of 
professional football players 
on college elevens. 

This is the latest develop- 
ment in a definite trend of 
college dthletics, especially 
college football, away from 
the old idea that college 
sports were strictly for the 
amateurs, for the members 
of the student body in good 
scholastic standing. And the 
trend is making professional 
baseball and football look 
lily-white by comparison. 

Professional baseball, the 
oldest and best organized of 
play-for-pay sports, has what 
might be called a code of 
ethics, There have been vio- 
lations, such as the Boston 
Braves hiring Billy South- 
worth away from the Card- 
inals after the 1945 season. 
jut usually major league 
baseball clubs will not tam- 
per with employes of other 
corporations. In fact, there is 
a no-tampering rule on the 
baseball books. 

Compare that 
happened recently 
Rock, Ark. 

Last week the United 
Press announced that the 
University, of Arkansas Board 
of Trustees had held a meet- 
ing and picked a new coach 
from a group of four recom- 
mended by the Faculty Com- 
mittee on Athletics. 

Dr. John Tyler Caldwell, 
president of the University, 
was quoted smugly as “refus- 
ing to comment.” The Board, 
he explained, “still had to 
make an offer and get an 
acceptance.”

It probably would work out 
to everybody's advantage, and 
even the college presidents 
might be able to get their 
fingers into the gravy.

In answer to the call he went to St. Louis from California 
in 1951, started Belin Pentecostal University in an old brick 


building at 2300 Miami street, in south St. Louis. 


He started 


with a faculty of two and a handful of students; and in time, 
he said, he had about 300 students. 


In February 1956, having 
outgrown his facilities in St. 
Louis and looking for a wider 
field in which to expand his 
dream, he came here to Chilli- 
cothe, bought the buildings and 
campus of the old Chillicothe 
Business College, and started 
Belin Memorial University. The 
future looked bright for Belin 
and his university. 


But, almost from the first, 
things went wrong. Last week 
Belin sat in the n-wly-remod- 
eled offices of the school’s ad- 
ministration building and ru- 
minated on the circumstances 
which had led him to bank- 


ruptcy. 
In the same room, and in 
offices nearby, clerks and 


stenographers, most of them 
students working their way 
through Belin University, wore 
heavy coats and had scarfs 
around their heads as they 
worked. Near the desk where 
Belin sat was an electric heat- 


er. The heat in the adminis- 
tration building had been 
turned off to save coal. The 


school was being sued for a 
$1538 coal bill. 

On the desk was a telephone, 
but Belin couldn't use it. The 
telephones had been discon- 
nected for non-payment. He 
was holding office in what had 
been the registrar’s office. His 
own office on the second floor, 
recently redecorated, was too 
cold. Moreover, the local car- 
pet dealer had ripped the new 
wall-to-wall carpets from all 
the offices because of an un- 
paid bill for $1682. Around 
the campus, on this bleak and 
cold December day, gloom hung 
like a fog. 

Something of a pall also 
hangs over the town of Chilli- 
cothe, population 13,000. There 
is a vast difference in the 
town’s mood now and the day 
in February 1956 when they 
welcomed Belin to Chillicothe 
with open arms. The opening 
of the university on the cam- 
pus of the once-prosperous 
business college, closed since 
1952, would bring prestige and 
prosperity «to the town, every- 
one thought. 

Belin, who has a persuasive 
manner, had painted a glowing 
picture of the kind of school 
his university would become. 
He spoke casually of his years 
as a teacher, followed by years 
in the ministry, and mentioned 
to reporters that he was a 
graduate of the University of 
Arkansas “and a_ theological 
seminary in New Orleans.” 

The school, he said, would 
be interdenominational, inter- 
racial, fundamental and Pente- 
costal, which sounded just fine 
to the people of Chillicothe. 
Purpose of the school, he an- 
nounced, would be to aid in 
spiritual and intellectual devel- 
opment of young men and 
women who have recognized 
the call of God to prepare for 
Christian service, or lay work- 
ers in the church. 

The university, he went on 
to say, would consist of a col- 
lege of arts and science, Bible 
college, school of music, busi- 
ness school, college of en- 
gineering, home economics 
school, a school of agriculture, 
school of journalism, and a 
seven-year school of law. 

And he spoke of a $1,600,000 
bond issue which would pro- 
vide adequate financial back- 
ing: Merchants vied with each 
other to provide goods and 
services for the new college— 
all on credit. 

The Chillicothe State Bank 
lent him $14,000, without se- 
curity, for operating expenses 
until the funds from the bond 
issue would begin to flow in. 
Yet nobody, it now appears, 
took the trouble to inquire 
deeply into Belin’s scholastic 
background or financial ar- 
rangements. 


For a year and a half Belin 
and the school continued to 
pile up debts. The merchants 
of Chillicothe and other 
creditors, including faculty 
members and employes of 
Belin University, waited in 
vain for their money. Then 
last August 48 # persons 
who were or had been em- 
ployed by the university 
filed suit for salaries and 
services. It developed that 
Belin owed his faculty and 
school employes $66,500 in 
unpaid salaries. 

After this there was an 
avalanche of suits. When 
they were al] in, it was re- 
vealed that Belin and the 
school owed more than $200,- 
000, a large share of it for 
materials and services in 
Chillicothe. On Nov. 15, 
Belin filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy. 


In addition to the debts he 
piled up for improvements and 


i 


other things, Belin said he 
has been operating at a deficit 
of about $30,000 a year... “I've 
estimated,” he said, “that with 
400 students we could break 
even. We have about 200 now. 
If I could get enough students, 
I could make it go.” 

In the meantime, what is he 
using for money? Checks come 
in from contributors o.ver the 
country, he said. Not big ones. 
They run from $10 to $50, and 
he uses them mainly to buy 
groceries and meet other day- 
to-day expenses. The faculty 
still is not being paid. 


Among other things 
brought to light by the 
school’s collapse was the 


‘plight of 13 students from 
foreign countries, who had 
come to Belin University on 
scholarships and who found 
themselves left high and dry. 


The United States Immigra- 
tion office at Kansas City, 
which had approved the uni- 
versity as a non-quota school 
for theological students, decid- 
ed after the bankruptcy peti- 
tion that the students would 
have to gain admission to some 
accredited institution or return 
to their native countries. 

To the foreign students this 
looked like locking the barn 
door after the horse was stolen. 
Virtually all of them had come 
to this country with little or 
no money, accepting Belin’s 
catalogue at its face value, 
along with assurances ‘that, 
with the “scholarship,” they 
could easily work their way 
through college. Now they 
found themselves without funds 
to attend another school or to 
get back home. 

Some of the students have 
been admitted to other schools. 
Others have left Chillicothe, 
presumably to try to get back 
to their countries. 

Still at the school last week 
were four of the students, Pe- 
ter Lee from Korea, Tommy 
Papaspyros from Greece, and 
Ruby Carter and Flory Robert- 
son from Jamaica. Lee had 
found a place at Trenton Jun- 
ior College at Trenton, Mo. 
The others were wondering 
what to do. 

Their embarrassed mentor, 
Belin, refers to himself as an 
educator and minister, al- 
though he is not, he says, af- 
filiated with any denomination. 
When he first went to St. 
Louis in 1951, he was asso- 
ciated for a time with the St. 
Louis Revival Center at Pesta- 
lozzi street and Gravois ave- 
nue, where, according to hand- 
bills, groups of “outstanding 
evangelists” preached. Appear- 
ing with Belin at the time was 
the Rev. Louise Copeland, who 
advertised that she would tell, 
in her sermon, how God 
opened her blind eyes and 
filled her teeth with gold. 

In speaking of his educa- 
tional and church background, 
Belin is rather vague. A.na- 
tive of Hermitage, Ark., he 
says that he was graduated 
from high school there, and 
then attended Monticello A. 
and M. college at Monticello, 
Ark., for two years, after 
which he was graduated from 
the University of Arkansas. 

According to the registrar's 
6ffice at the University of Ar- 
kansas, there is “no record of 
a Clyde Belin ever attending 
the University of Arkansas at 
any time.” 

After graduating from Ar- 
kansas University, Belin said, 
he was ordained a_ Baptist 
minister at a Southern Baptist 
Conference, at Hermitage. Ac- 
cording to the Rev. B. L. 
Bridges, executive secretary 
of the Arkansas Baptist State 
Gonvention, the official body 
of—the church in that state, 
there is no such conference as 
the Southern Baptist Confer- 
ence, and further, he _ says, 
ministers are not ordained at 
conferences. : 

Mrs. A. M. Hickman, clerk 
of the Baptist church at Her- 
mitage, Ark., told the Post-Dis- 
patch that Belin was not or- 
dained at the Baptist church 
there. A search of the records 
at Antioch Baptist church, a 
small church outside Hermi- 
tage, revealed that in 1926 
Belin was named a deacon, 
but was never ordained a min- 
ister. Two years later, the rec- 
ords showed, he left the Bap- 
tist church. 

Belin speaks of “having left 
public school work to enter the 
ministry.” When asked about 
his teaching career, he said he 
taught for a time at Smack- 
over, Ark., population 2500; for 
a time at Ingalls, Ark., popula- 
tion 300, and at a high school 
“near Warren, Ark.” 

He didn’t stay in the Baptist 


- ministry long, he said. In 1933 


he decided to become an “‘in- 
dependent preacher” and spent

somé 20 years in the pulpit in 
various places over the coun- 
try. Sometimes, he said, he 
worked as an evangelist. 


During the years 1929, 
1930 and 1931, he continued, 
he attended the Southern 
Bible Institute at New Or- 
leans, where he said he 
earned three degrees in the- 
ology. ~The registrar’s office 
at Louisiana State Univer- 
sity has “no information re- 
garding the existence of 
Southern Bible Institute at 
New Orleans.” 


Belin said he received his 
Ph.D. degree from the 
Clarksville School of Theol- 
ogy at Clarksville, Tenn. The 
registrar’s office at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee reports 
they know nothing about the 
Clarksville School of Theol- 
ogy. Registrars at state uni- 
versities usually have com- 
plete records of all schools 
and their academic standing 
in their respective states. 


Belin said that he left public 
school work to enter the min- 
istry, because he had a call, 
“When I was preaching at Taft, 
Calif.,” he continued, “I felt 
I had a call to start a univer- 
sity. It was a challenge from 
God to do something for 
Christian education.” 

He went to St. Louls, he re- 
lated, because it is centrally 
located. He was accompanied 
by his wife, Tommie Belin. 


: 


They had no money. They were 
given the use of one goom in 
the Christian Gospel Taber- 
nacle, which was then on South 
Broadway. The faculty consist- 
ed of the Rev. Mr. Belin and 
his wife. ‘We enrolled 16 stu- 
dents,” Belin recalled. “Thir- 
teen were from St. Louls and 
three from out of town.” At 
that time, he said, the school 
offered a liberal arts coufse, 
theology, and a high school 
course of instruction. When his 
faculty had grown to three, 
besides himself, Belin said he 
traveled around, trying to raise 
funds and enlist students. 


“We knew it would be an 
uphill pull,” he said, “but our 
two children were: grown and 
married and we felt we could 
give the rest of our lives to 
the cause. We certainly didn’t 
get into it for the money.” 


At the end of the first se- 
mester of school in June 1951, 
according to the official his- 
tory of Belin U., “the officers 
and faculty members were so 
impressed with the blessings 
and power of God that were so 
prevalent among us, that they 
were moved by faith toward 
the securing of a small camp- 
us.” They moved to a building 
at 2300 Miami, which has since 
been razed. 

School opened {tn 1951 with 
41 students. The next year 
there were 62 students. The 
enrollment, Belin said, grew to 
360 in the fourth year and 


¥ 


dropped to 230 with the open- 
ing of ‘the 1955 school year. 
Then, after much prayer, ac- 
cording to the history, “the 
Lord provided another campus 
at Chillicothe, Mo.” The school 
took the new name of Belin 
Memorial University and moved 
to Chillicothe Feb. 20, 1956. 

Many people remember the 
Chillicothe Business College be- 
cause of the large signs which 
used to be scattered all over 
the United States, telling how 
many miles from that point to 
the school. The college closed 
its doors in 1952, after 62 
years of turning out potential 
business men and women. 

Until Belin U. moved in, the 
property was vacant. It is 
within the residential district 
of Chillicothe and consists of 
four classroom and administra- 
tion buildings, four .dormitor- 
jes, several cottages and houses 
and 75 acres of farmland ad- 
joining the campus. 


Value of the property has 
been estimated by bankrupt- 
cy appraisers at $250,000 to 
$300,090. Yet when Belin 
took over he floated a bond 
issue of $1,600,000, based on 

‘the stated value of the uni- 

versity. Belin said the prop- 
erty was appraised both in 
Chillicothe and St. Louis at 
$2,200,000. 

It was the bond issue, 
Belin said, which led to his 
difficulties. “We were get+ 
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20 per cent of the bond issue 
revenue in cash as soon as the 
bonds were sold, and he wasn't 
to pay anything on the princi- 
pal or interest for the first 
five years. “We were to pay 
4 per cent Interest on the en- 
tire issue,” he explained, “and 
they were to pay us the 80 per 
cent on a 20-year debenttire, 
A bank in Kansas City agreed 
to act as trustee.” Belin ac- 
knowledged that the bank has 
since withdrawn as trustee. 

In the meantime, investiga- 
tions had started in Texas into 
insurance scandals. “When the 
bonds were ready for delivery,” 
Belin said, “I was informed 
that both companies which 
were to buy them were in trou- 
ble. I had already moved the 
school. It developed the bonds 
couldn't be placed with the two 
companies, and that’s about as 
far as we've been able to trace 
the bonds.” 

In the meantime the bonds, 
if legitimate, constitute a first 
mortgage on the school and 
property. J. P. Morgan, Chilli- 
cothe lawyer, who is represent- 
ing a number of Belin’s credi- 
tors and is also attorney for 
the receivers, said efforts are 
now being made to trace the 
bonds in Texas so that the 
question of their legitimacy 
can be settled. This has to be 
determined before the bank- 
ruptcy hearing can proceed. 


During the 1956-57 school 
year, Belin acknowledged, 
his faculty was paid half 
salary part of the time and 
no salary most of the time. 
But, he insisted, the faculty 
has been loyal and stood by 
him in his trouble. 

Of the 46 members of the 
faculty last year, 27 departed 
and didn’t come back. 

His debts include $11,500 
owed for materials and serv- 
ices in St. Louis, and $43,000 
owed for materials and serv- 
ices in Chillicothe. His debts 
in Chillicothe cover every- 
thing from food to laundtfy. 
There is $1682 for carpets, 
$2538 for ¢oal, $526 to a 
contractor, $1492 for unpaid 
insurance, $1250 for printing 
catalogues and _ so _ forth, 
$1095 for groceries, $2310 to 
the van Company which 
moved them from St. Louis, 
$1392 for cleaning and laun- 
dry, $1016 for meat, $1181 
for bread, $1538 for coal, 
and so on. 

When Belin’s credit ran 
out one place, Morgan said, 
he found another creditor. 
Finally credit ran out every- 
where. His debts also include 
$84,000 in notes. Belin lists’ 
his debts at $190,500. Attor- 
ney Morgan said Belin’s total 
debts come to $215,000. 


One of the former employes 
who is suing for $5000 back 
salary is Herb Wuersch, a Pen- 
tecostal minister from Canada, 
who was persuaded by Belin to 
come to St. Louis and be busi- 
ness manager of the college. 
The school, Wuersch said 
wryly, was hardly what Belin 
had pictured it. However, he 
thought at the time that some- 
thing might be made of it. But 
there were many things on 
which he and Belin disagreed 
and he finally quit. 

Average annual salary of the 
teachers, Wuersch said, was 
$3500. “Last year,” he said, 
“we didn’t even pay half their 
salaries. Some of them would 
have a little savings when they 
came, and they would stay un- 
til their own money was gone 
and then, with nothing coming 
in, they would pack up and go.” 


Although he started the 
school as a “Pentecostal” col- 
lege in St. Louis, Belin said 
he is not officially connected 
with the Pentecostal church 
or any other denomination. 
“We have churches and’ 
friends all over the United 
States who send us dona- 
tions,” he said. “Last year 
churches in St. Louis alone 
sent me $30,000.” 

Wuersch, the former bus!l- 
ness Manager, said all dona- 
tions from everywhere last 
year totaled less than $2000. 

When Belin opened the 
school in St. Louis, he ob- 
tained approval of the Vet- 
erans Administration as a 
theological school for vet- 
erans of the Korean War, 
under the G.I. bill. “When 
we moved,” he explained, 
“the approval was withdrawn, 
but I was informed that if 
I could get four accredited 
schools to accept our tran- 
scripts, it would be re 
newed.” 

A spokesman for the Vet- 
erans Administration in St. 
Louis said the school was 
approved for a short time, 
but that after further in- 
vestigation “it was soon with- 
drawn.” It is extremely un- 
likely, the spokesman said, 
that it will be approved again.

_ Now It’s Every 
Deb for Herself 


LONDON, Dec. 14. 
THE DEBUTANTE BUSINESS received a severe blow 
recently when Queen Elizabeth II decided to do away with 
the traditional presentation of debutantes at Buckingham 
Palace. 


Before the edict, no debutante in England could 
really call herself a deb 
unless she had officially 
been presented to Her 
Majesty at this annual af- 
fair. But now it appears 
that it’s every girl for 
herself. 

What went wrong? The 
palace never gave a real 
reason, but many theories 
have been advanced. 

In order to get one 
opinion, we went to see 
Mrs. W. Rennie-O’Ma- 
hony, the director of the 
exclusive Cygnets House, 


a finishing school for 
debutantes. 
The motto of the 


school is... “That our 
daughters may be as 


cornerstones, polished 
QUEEN ELIZABETH... after the similitude of a 
CLOSED DOOR ON DEBS. palace,” or, as Mrs. 
Rennie-O’Mahony so ably put it: “It is my job to prepare 
my girls for their presentation over the footlights of life.” 
“Why did they cancel the presentations?” we asked her. 
“It was system. In the olden days only those who were 
daughters of distinguished men were presented. But in 
recent years it seems almost everyone was getting in. I 
saw it coming for a long time. But I never expected the 
presentations would be completely abolished. The channel 
was getting too wide and all I thought was that the chan- 
nel would be narrowed.” 


What Mrs. Rennile-O’Mahoney foresaw now 
was that people with money would still be able 
to present their daughters, but many blue-bloods 
without money would be left with nothing. 

“The gentry without funds could always in- 
vest in a cab and a frock for the palace presenta- 
tions, but now the debutantes with rich papas 
are the only ones who will have a chance.” 


MRS. RENNIE-O’MAHONY also thought the Queen’s 
edict might possibly cause strife in a family. 

“The older daughters in the family will feel very su- 
perior toward their younger sisters. Don’t you think so?” 

“It’s bound to happen,” we replied. 

“I always thought the debutante parties were the 
brightest gem in the Queen’s crown,” she said. “It was 
such a glamorous thing. It did so much for the social 
season. Even the foreign girls in the embassies looked 
forward to it. I hate to see our traditions hacked away. 
I hear the next thing that might go is the Royal Enclosure 
at Ascot. Where will it all end?” 

We said truthfully we didn’t know. 


Mrs. Rennie-O’Mahony said that she thought 
the word debutante would still remain a part of the 
English language. “But it won’t have the same 
meaning. Being presented to the Queen was the 
hallmark of a debutante’s career. There was a 
time when you couldn't be invited to a party unless 
you had been presented.” 


>» THE DIRECTOR SAID that the morning after the 
palace made the announcement she went into the streets 
to discover that everyone was sad. “The shop girls were 
practically in tears. They felt that all the glamor would 
go. There was no class hatred, no envy. Everyone was 
for the debs.” 

When a girl goes to Mrs, Rennie-O’Mahoney’s school 
she is not a debutante. “She is a deb fledgling, and it 
is up to me to turn her into a beautiful swan. This will 
be the last year the girls will be presented. My girls will 
be the last to be anointed. Don't you think it’s sad?” 

“It’s worse than sad,” we said. “I’ve got two young 
daughters and now there is no hope for them at all.” 


“Society Ys changing,” Mrs. Rennie-O’Mahony 
said sadly. Knighthoods are being given to jockeys 
and trade-union bosses. We're living in a new era. 
Everything is getting less selective.” 


“WHAT, IN YOUR OPINION, should make a girl a 
debutante?” 

“I think it should be decided on the basis of achieve- 
ment in her family. A young girl’s only claim to fame 
is that she’s the daughter of a well known papa. I don’t 
believe a gir] should be a debutante just because the papa 
has lots of pennies. Don't you think so?” 

“They're the worst kind,” we had to admit. Then 
we asked: “Do you think the publicity the debs have been 
getting in recent years had anything to do with the palace 
decision?” 

Mrs. Rennie-O’Mahony bristled: “The publicity of a 
few debs has been most unfair to the majority of debs 
that are really sweet girls trying to improve themselves. 
I think the papers have been most unfair to play up the 
bad debs. The bad debs have let their whole class down. 
I think they’re very, very naughty girls, don’t you?” 

“They're probably Communists parading as debs,” we 
suggested. 

Mrs. Rennie-O’Mahony said she was proud that no 
Cygnets had ever let their class down. Very few finishing 


schools could make such a claim.

Between now and Christmas 
eve, the Post-Dispatch is pub- 
lishing details about 100 of 
our community's neediest fam- 
jlies, taken from case rolls of 
member agencies of the Social 
Planning Council. They are 
authentic stories, but they also 
serve as symbols of the thou- 
sands who cannot know the 
warmth and glow and beauty 
of the Christmas season with- 
out your help. 

In line with the Christmas 
Bureau's slogan, “Let Mother 
Do the Christmas Shopping,” 
cash gifts are requested, not 
only to meet specific family 
and individual needs, but to 


help shield the unfortunate 
from the hurt of a charity 
Christmas. 


Case 4l 


Mr. and Mrs. S., an aged 
pair, live alone in their small 
home. Mrs. S. expects to un- 
dergo major surgery soon. Her 
husband, whose leg has been 
amputated, must spend most of 
his time in an old-fashioned, 
clumsy wheelchair. He has dif- 
ficulty getting around the 
house because the doorways 
are narrow and the wheelchair 
is big. A new wheelchair would 
help him. When his wife re- 
turns from the hospital he will 
have to care for her. The 
chairs in the living room are 
completely worn out even 
though he has tried to patch 
them again and again. Since 
their only income is old-age 
assistance, and they have no 
children to care for them, they 
cannot find the means to buy 
even second-hand furniture. A 
gift of $50 would help this 
elderly couple have a happier 
Christmas. 


Case 42 


Although Mr. A. had been 
working steadily for some 
years, he suffered two acci- 
dents this year and has been 
unemployed. His wife has tried 
to help out by part-time work 
but with seven children the 
strain on both parents has been 
particularly heavy.

JACK PAAR—Competition for Late, Late Movies

NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP). 


THOSE LATE and late late 
movies are finally receiving 
some competition from a man 
named Jack Paar who has late- 
ly been discovered by a host of 
midnight television viewers. 

The discovery—if you can 
call it that—of Paar on “To- 
night” (KSD-TV 11 p.m. to 
midnight Monday through Fri- 
day) is rather astonishing since 
he’s been around for quite a 
time doing about what he is 
doing now—talking and being 
amusing without displaying a 
doltish coltishness or coltish 
doltishness.

AS USUAL, I had a difficult time picking my choices for 
the 10 best pictures of the year. You might complain about 
a dearth, but when you examine the list of about 200 A films 
shown in St. Louis this year, you come down to 20 which simply 
can't be ignored. Then you make your choice. But what are the 
positive values’? How can you possibly compare a whimsical 
little comedy like “This Could Be the Night” in a modern night 
club setting against a classic such as “Oedipus Rex,” which is 
virtually a photographed stage play” A tense, realistic drama 
to a musical? My only refuge is in the criterion; which would 
you rather see again? So here are my choices, in order. 


1. AROUND THE WORLD IN 80 DAYS. This couldn't be 
ignored for the No. One spot. It is simply a tremendously 
entertaining film. Producer Mike Todd took Jules Verne’s 
novel and made it into a mad, wacky, and completely delightful 
travesty on the adventure romance, done to a sumptuous turn 
with 40 stars in bit roles. David Niven, Cantinflas, the rather 
subtle Mexican comic, and the late Robert Newton, were all 
great. 


2. LES GIRLS. In a year of delightful musicals, 
perfect. It had everything. It was smart, elegant, sophisticated, 
witty, tuneful, bright, racy, and wonderfully photographed. 
Against Gene Kelly's acknowledged talent for polished song, 
dance and comedy was matched Kay Kendall's stylish clowning, 
Mitzi Gaynor’s verve and Taina Elg’s piquant touch. Director 
George Cukor handled it adroitly, John Patrick's screen play had 
wit, fun and cleverness, Cole Porter's tunes were intriguing. 
What more do you want? 


3. RICHARD III. Though belatedly shown, Laurence 
Olivier’s job as director-star-producer was superb. His depiction 
of Shakespeare's nastiest villain was magnificent—subtle, in- 
tellectual and frightening. He was “that bottled spider, that 
foul bunchbacked toad!” to perfection. The color composition 
was brilliant. Claire Bloom as Anne was best of a distinguished 
supporting cast, which included John Gielgud, Ralph Richard- 
son and Cedric Hardwicke. 


4. THE SPIRIT OF ST. LOUIS. Star Jimmy Stewart, as 
Charles A. Lindbergh and Director Billy Wilder certainly made 
a wonderfully vivid and exciting picture out of the historic 
feat of the mail and National Guard flyer who won the inter- 
national race to span two continents in one hop. It was en- 
grossing, human, finely acted by Stewart, and had enormous 
tension in the flight 


5. FULL OF LIFE. Certainly no one could leave out this 
true, heart-warming and alternately funny and touching comedy 
about a couple expecting their first baby. Played by Judy 
Holliday at her best, with strong assists by Richard Conte as 
the husband and Salvatore Baccaloni as the Italian father- 
in-law. 

6. A FACE IN THE CROWD. A brilliant and wry ease 
history by director Elia Kazan and writer Budd Schulberg of 
the fantastic rise of an ole country boy with a vicious, eunning 
and explosive personality, into a national TV idol. Played by 
Andy Griffin with an overpowering magnetism. 

7. THE BACHELOR PARTY. Paddy Chayefsky and Dit- 
rector Delbert Mann, who did “Marty,” came up with another 
penetrating and intensively human study of loneliness. It used 
the device of a bachelor party for one of the boys at the office 
to point up the frustration, restlessness and lack of meaning 
and direction in life for many ordinary people. With Don 
Murray. 

8. THE PAJAMA GAME. Bright, merry, tuneful and com- 
pletely entertaining adaptation of the stage hit about labor 
unrest in the Sleeptite pajama factory. Doris Day for perform- 
ance, John Raittt for voice, and Eddie Foy and Carol Haney for 
comedy, supplemented the verve, spirit, tunefulness and fun 
of the book and score. 


8. THIS COULD BE THE NIGHT. More or less a sleeper, 
this comedy about some night-club hard guys thrown by the 
assertive innocence of a school teacher working part time as 
a secretary, was jaunty, whimsical and very charming.

I'll always remember... 


Grandpa’s one English word 


by THE REV. EDWIN T. DAHLBERG 


The author last week was elected president of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches which represents 30 Protestant 
and Eastern Orthodox bodies with 37 million members. 
He is pastor of the Delmar Baptist- Church, St. Louis. 


It is not completely correct to say that my Grandpa 
Dahlberg spoke no English. He knew -one English 
word: “Please.” It was a handy word. It got him 
around, and, as Grandpa used it, it fit all situations. 

When he petted the dog, he told him to be “please.” 
When he complimented my mother on a dinner, he 
remarked that it was “please.” And that one-word toe 
hold on the language gave him a chance to practice 
American citizenship, of which he was very proud. 
Every election day, he voted at the country school- 
house; he even served on juries. 

Grandpa had suffered extreme hardship to become 
an American. At 52, he brought my grandmother and 
four children to Minnesota from Sweden. From the 
end of the railroad, the family walked 125 miles across 
the prairies to Otter Tail County to stake a claim. That 
first bitter winter, all their possessions were destroyed 
by fire; Grandma almost died of fever. 


But Grandpa's Christian faith never faltered. The ~ 


first thing the family did after building a cabin was 
to organize a church. And*during the cross-country 
trek, Father told us later, each evening Grandpa would

gather his little family under the open sky to read the 
Scriptures, sing hymns and pray together. 

That Christian faith Grandpa shared with me, his 
youngest grandson, when he was an old man. In those 
days, deep snows closed our country school, and 
Grandpa was in charge of my education. Each day | 
would sit on his knee for an hour while we read 
together from the Swedish Bible and a Swedish read- 
ing book. If my reading were exceptionally “please,” 
I'd find a peppermint stick at the back of the book. 

These three things were particularly “please” to 
Grandpa: his Christian faith, his American citizen- 
ship, his Swedish background. By the emphasis he 
placed on each, he helped me to realize that I was 
not only a child of God but the child also of two 
cultures, Swedish and American. 

Some children of foreign-born parents become 
ashamed of their heritage, but I never have felt that 
way. My knowledge of Swedish language, songs, Bible 
and churches has helped me to understand the melting 
pot that is America. It has given me insight into the 
other races and nationalities and. beliefs, and has 
helped me to participate more effectively in the coop- 
erative movement that is drawing churches together. 

An old Swedish-American pointed my feet in that 
direction. Of Grandpa, I can only ~say: “He was 
please.” ®

What is interservice espionage? Is it hurting America? An exclusive report

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Two unidentified jet bombers flashed over the Sixth 
Fleet during recent maneuvers in the tense, troubled 
Mediterranean. Adm. Charles Brown, assuming they 
were snooping Russians, ordered the aircraft carrier 
Randolph to shoot them down if they reappeared. 

The Admiral’s action caused world-wide headlines, 
but the sequel was never reported. The planes be- 
longed not to the Kremlin but to the Navy’s sister 
service. The Air Force had tried to slip two B-47s 
through the fleet’s security screen, hoping to catch the 
Navy off guard and score a propaganda hit in the 
interservice battle for defense dollars. 

Fortunately an open skirmish between our own 
forces was averted. But the incident poses a vital ques- 
tion: How far should interservice rivalry be allowed 
to go? The question has taken on new urgency since 
Russia gained a dangerous édge over us in the satellite- 
missile field. 

Ten years ago, Congress tried to unify the three 
services by legislation. The White House tried to en- 
force it by directive. But the marriage was at best a 
shotgun affair. President Eisenhower attempted to in- 
fuse some romance by bringing generals and admirals 
together for a three-day fellowship at Quantico, Va., 
where they wore sweaters lettered “Varsity” to empha- 
size team spirit. But the jealousies broke out again 
with the next budget estimate. 

Today the feud is centered around missiles. Ike’s 
promise to assign new missiles to a unified command 
hasn't stopped the fighting. Weapons are the calcu- 
lated “leak” to friendly correspondents, the whispered 
word in the ear of a Congressman hungry for a politi- 
cal cause, the planted question to embarrass a rival 
service at a budget hearing. 

A typical lobbying campaign is planned with both 
precision and precaution. Secret briefings are held; 
Strategy papers are stamped for intraservice reading 
only. At the approach of a rival officer, the planners 
change the subject or turn the papers face down. This 
introduces the most startling facet of Pentagon feud- 
ing: the untold story of interservice espionage. 


The Army, Navy, and Air Force put in almost as 
much time spying on each other as collecting intelli 
gence about the enemy. The Navy, for instance, has 
an overwhelming curiosity about documents marked 
“USAF Eyes Only.” And the Air Force is eager to 
learn how the Army will justify its missile program on 
Capitol Hill or what new propaganda campaign the 
Navy is cooking up. 

Half the top brass suspect their telephones ar 
“bugged” by rival services. Lt. Gen. James Gavin, 
Army research chief, plays a game of “musical tel 
phones” before he will discuss controversial matters 
on the phone. He tells the caller to ring back at anothe: 
number. Then he does it again. He finally accepts th« 
call on the third telephone. 

Last year an Army agent picked up an embarrass 
ing document that never was intended to be read 
outside the Air Force. It was a directive from Brig. 
Gen. Robert Scott to his public-relations staff “to mold 
opinion and channel the vibrant tensions of publi: 
thinking . .. We must convince them that investment 
in the Air Force will net a superlative payoft in con 
tinued freedom and safety : . .” 


Masquerade in Uniform 


Chagrined over the exposure of his program, Scott 
was not to be outspied. He boasted in front of White 
House aide Wilton Persons that he had dressed a sub 
ordinate in Army uniform and sent him into that 
service’s guarded sanctuaries to pick up what he could. 

Luckless Col. John Nickerson belonged to a clique 
of colonels who were quietly peddling the Army case 
in the missile dispute. Unhappily, he made the error 
of buttressing his arguments with classified informa 
tion, was court-martialed and banished to an obscure 
post in the Canal Zone. 

However, other more cautious colonels still are 
“leaking” bravely. One recipient of bootleg informa 
tion, claim Air Force counterspies, is a prominent 
magazine editor whose articles have annoyed the top 
brass. The Air Force has demanded a secret investi 
gation, claiming classified data are getting out. 

Of course the armed forces exchange technical 
secrets, albeit sometimes grudgingly, in the interest

of national defense. By the unwritten rules,.a service 
is supposed to evaluate the performance of its own 
missiles and the rival services are expected to accept 
this performance report. But Army observers have 
been turning in their own evaluations of Air Force 
missile tests to Col. D. E. Lewis in the Pentagon. 
Grumbling airmen call this unsportsmanlike spying, 
though the “spies” are authorized observers. 

Only last spring, Maj. Gen. John Medaris of the 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency barred Air Force sci- 
entists from inspecting his Jupiter missile at the Hunts- 
ville, Ala., arsenal. They were turned away on his 
direct orders, though the excuse was made later that 
their credentials were not in order. 

The best interservice spies are the contractors’ rep- 
resentatives, or “tech reps,” who browse from office to 
office spreading information like pollinating bees. 
Their favorite hangout is an aviation club here which 
has become the rumor center of missile information. 
“IT can learn more lunching at the club,” says one 
patron, “than in a day at the Pentagon.” 

The contractors also subsidize civilian auxiliaries 
which carry on guerrilla warfare for their respective 
services. The principal examples are the Navy League, 
the Air Force Association and the Association of the 
U.S. Army. These outfits trumpet the propaganda that 
the services aren't allowed to put out officially. Here, 
too, spving is part of the game. 

The Army got the jump on its rivals by quickly dom- 
inating the missile manufacturers’ association, the 
National Missile Industry Conference. Now it is not 
only taking the Army’s side in the missile dispute but 
investigating contractors who contribute to the Air 
Force Association. One contractor, fearing he might 
lose a subcontract to Army partisans, complains: “I 
had to deny that I was a member of the Air Force 
Association.” 

When Congressmen, already anxious over the sput- 
niks’ writing in the sky, get back to Capitol Hill, they 
will be wooed as never before. The Army's practice is 
to assign colonels, usually from a Congressman’s home 
state, as “legislative liaison” officers. The Navy has 
formed a special unit of naval reservists on Capitol 
Hill, gives them “training trips” to holiday spots. 


Congressmen with old servicé loyalties deliver par- 
tisan speeches written for them in the Pentagon; some 
are not abpve acting as “spies” themselves. They use 
Congressional channels to get information from rival 
services. Of course, the officer-lobbyists watch each 
other closely on Capitol Hill. Congressman James Van 
Zandt (R., Pa.), a Navy partisan, complained that 
Navy officers had to wear civilian clothes to keep from 
being spotted when they called on him. 

Interservice espionage is nowhere more efficient 
than on Capitol Hill. Within hours after a new chief 
counsel was appointed to a key committee, Navy spies 
learned that he had been the college roommate of the 
Air Force press chief and Air Force spies discovered 
he had served in the Navy. Each service gloomily 
concluded he would favor the other. 


The Strange 8-36 Saga 


But the classic case is the story, heretofore untold, 
behind the notorious Navy-Air Force feud over the 
B-36 bomber. The Navy, sailing in the teeth of a 
bitter gale of Air Force opposition, believed that giant 
carriers rather than giant bombers should be America’s 
main striking arm. Rear Adm. Dan Gallery set forth 
this view in a secret memo for naval eyes only. 

Wrote Gallery: “The time is right now for the Navy 
to start an aggressive campaign aimed at proving that 
the Navy can deliver an atomic bomb more effectively 
than the Air Force can... The Air Force will never 
be able to match the performance of our A-bomb car- 
riers with the transoceanic bomber. The same will 
apply to ship-launched missiles versus transoceanic 
guided missiles.” 

Admiral Gallery made only six copies of his mem- 
orandum and distributed them among his most trusted 
colleagues. Aware of the possibility of a leak, he took 
the precaution of changing a key word in each copy so 
the source of the leak, if any, could be immediately 
traced. Nevertheless, an Air Force officer with good 
Navy connections got his hands on a copy long enough 
to photostat it. Gallery never was able to find out how 
— because his agents couldn't steal back the photo- 
stat and check the telltale word. 

In the face of this reverse, the Navy set up a secret 


unit called “Operation 23” which began churning out 
anti-Air Force propaganda. Under command of Adm. 
Arleigh Burke, now Navy chief, it consisted of 12 
officers, 17 enlisted men and a few civilian specialists. 
They supplied newspapers and Congressmen with in- 
formation designed to run down long-range bombers 
and boost the carriers. But the Navy had neglected to 
check on the backgrounds of the civilian specialists. 
Among them was an Air Force reserve officer who 
made regular reports to his own service on everything 
“Operation 23” was doing. 

Why do the service chiefs, who fight so well to- 
gether in wartime, quarrel so bitterly in peace? One 
reason, of course, is the healthy clash of honest opin- 
ion; warfare is by no means an exact science. But 
since generals and admirals are only men, pride and 
ambition inevitably are important factors. 

Take today’s feud over missiles. The Army claims 
they are merely an extension of artillery; the Air Force 
insists they are really flying bombs; the Navy, still be- 
lieving in carriers, scoffs at both its rivals. 

The Army and Air Force are conducting an equally 
sdvage controversy over anti-missile missiles. The for- 
mer views them as antiaircraft artillery; the latter, as 
interceptor planes. Meanwhile, the Army now has its 
own planes and ships, the Navy its own planes and 
soldiers. And the Air Force is talking of its own army, 
incorporating all land-based defense units. 

The layman scarcely is equipped to evaluate such 
claims and counter-claims. But since he foots the bill, 
he can be excused for asking whether all this feuding 
is giving him value for his money. Some of it is stimu- 
lating; it is right that the services should be proud and 
aggressive. But some of it passes the bounds of healthy 
competition and becomes downright dangerous. Our 
missile effort, for example, has been fragmentized 
while the Soviet effort is concentrated. 

“So long as the Defense Department continues to 
support duplicating weapons,” one expert warns, “we 
will be spreading our resources too thin.” 

if the spur of the sputnik can bring the services 
together again into the old wartime harness, then

Here’s why they call Los Angeles’ Sax Elliot 


That CRAZY 
basketball coach 


WATCHING game from high above basket, Elliot shows where he thinks referees 
should be.

LOS ANGELES. 
Though his basketball teams lose nearly as often as 
they win, local coach Sax Elliot usually leaves his fans 
happy —— and sometimes laughing. For example, in 
the past few years his Los Angeles State teams have: 

e Tossed around polka-dotted basketballs. 

e Trotted out in basketball shoes with foam-rubber 
soles so thick the players walked 6” taller and as 
springily as jackrabbits. 

e Given opponents a 6-point lead at the start of 
home games. 

e Shot at a backboard with two hoops. 

There’s method in Elliot’s seeming madness. “My 
ideas point up things that are wrong with basketball,” 
he says, “things that need to be improved either by 
my ideas or ones less radical.” 

When towering 6'7” Bevo Francis of Rio Grande 
College in Ohio was scoring as many as 116 points a 
game several years ago — his teammates fed him the 
ball every time they got hold of it — an Elliot idea cut 
Bevo to size. Against a weak opponent, Elliot ordered 
the ball fed to 66” John Barber. L.A. State won, 
208-82, as Barber poured in 188 points. 

“We Would have won anyway,” Elliot said later, 
“but we proved you don’t have to be a Bevo to score 
a lot of points.” : 

Some coaches’ tendency to spotlight high scoring 
by towering “goons” still irritates Elliot. To stop teams 
from methodically working the ball to a giant who 
then stuffs it through the basket, he has suggested a 
rotating hoop. A team would have to pass the ball till 
the top of the hoop came up, then shoot quickly be- 
fore the hoop again turned upside down. 


Should Baskets Move? 


He also has advocated putting two hoops on each 
backboard, one 10’ high for the shorter players to 
shoot at, the other 14’ high for players over 6’2”. 
Another “anti-goon” weapon he has suggested is shut- 
tling the backboard from sideline to sideline, so big 
men couldn't plant themselves near it for cheap 
baskets. 

Whistle-tooting referees also drive Elliot to dabbling 
with the rules. “Half the infractions they call,” he 
claims, “would have had no effect on the game if they 
had not been called. The important fouls are those 
committed near the basket.” 

Fitting an idea to his words, Elliot played one game 
in which the two referees were perched high above 
the baskets. From that vantage point they concen- 
trated on infractions and called the fouls, while a 
third official handled the ball. 

Elliot teams have played games wearing 6”-thick 
shoe soles (so they'd be taller than the other fellows), 
used a polka-dotted ball (so they'd see it mare easily), 
dressed in zebra-striped uniforms (so they'd see each 
other more easily). There has been little noticeable 
improvement in their records. Last season’s club won 
20 games, lost 11. 

Undaunted, Elliot keeps his pot of ideas boiling. 
Since most coaches feel the visiting team is at a dis- 
advantage, he has suggested that referees wear ear 
plugs, so they’d be deaf to threats from home-town 
fans. Once he gave visiting teams a 6-point lead be- 
fore each game. That stopped when he went visiting, 
found other coaches appreciative but unwilling to re- 
turn the favor. 

To date none of Elliot’s ideas has gone far. “But 
some once hooted down are now being considered,” 
says California U. coach Pete Newell. “Who knows? 
Sax might be 25 years ahead of the rest of us.” .

Is your city 


emotionally healthy?

\s a family doctor, | know that physical symptoms in 
patients increasingly are being traced right back to the 
emotions. By the same token, it now appears. that 
whole communities can show symptoms of mental ill- 
ness such as depression, over-elation, unwarranted 
fears and so-called “split personality.” 

City dwellers may raise an evebrow at this. City 
fathers may wince. Yet one study has shown that 
recreational facilities, 


simple vardsticks schools, 


law-enforcement standards and the like — permit a 
fair estimate of a city’s emotional health, or lack of it. 

Cities, after all, are the sum total of the people who 
live in them. In general terms, those people can be 
happv, hopeful and contented with themselves and 
how their community is run or they can be de- 
pressed, stagnating and full of a sense of futility. 

\t right I have prepared a list of 18 questions. Ask 
them about your community. The answer to each is a 
simple ves or no. Go down the list. It contains, in my 


opinion, basic considerations for the well or sick city. 
How Communities Differ 


Here are some factors to bear in mind: 

e A well community is one that can point to real 
progress. It has a well-organized, well-directed plan 
for civic improvement. Differences among government 
personnel are aired openly, not whispered so as to 
foster backbiting or character assassination. The police 
and sheriff's departments are vital in this city, fair 
and tolerant in enforcing law. Last but not least, the 
citizens are proud to live in their community, and 
have a feeling of security and ease about it. 

e In contrast, the sick city contains many_discour- 
aged and restless people. Their feelings of futility often 
lead them to repudiate any progress in city affairs. 
Flouting the law is commonplace and winked at. If 
the city is growing, it may well be mushrooming in all 
directions at once, without rhyme or reason, meaning 
that facilities for education and recreation are lagging 
badly. 


e There also is the “wide-open town’ 


with its super- 
abundance of bars, after-hours places and open cor- 
ruption. In such a community you would not have to 
visit long to say, “This town is really sick.” You could 
judge that easily by the high rates of crime and alco- 
holism, perhaps even the high suicide toll. 

So take stock of your community now. Where does it 
fit into the picture of emotional well-being? If you find 
your city is “sick” in one way or another, it is your 
duty as a citizen to start doing something about it. 


1 Does your town have a planned recreation program 
for children and adults? 

2 Are disturbed mental patients sent to a hospital in- 
stead of jail? 

3 Do residents have access to a child-guidance clinic? 
4 Is it impossible to fix a traffic ticket? 

S Can a handicapped person obtain employment? 

6 Are school teachers recognized as “people” instead of 
hired hands? 

7 Do your social and welfare agencies cooperate with 
each other? 

8 Does a patient discharged from a mental hospital 
have a chance to start over again without any stigma? 
9 Is a member of Alcoholics Anonymous accepted as a 
good citizen? 

10 Is psychiatric care available on either a private or 
charity basis for those who need it? 

11 Is pre-marriage counseling available for young 
couples? 

12 Is there a place where estranged couples can obtain 
advice outside of the divorce courts? 

13. Do needed bond issues for community improvement 
find acceptance? 


14 Do ministers, physicians and other professionals 


‘participate in civic activities? 


15. Does your community maintain a civic theater? 

16 Is there a real effort toward mental-health edu- 
cation? 

17 Are the people running your social agencies helpful 
and tactful rather than tough or patronizing? 


18 Would you, as an employer, hire a person with a 
history of mental illness?

The answers to all these questions should be “Yes” if your com- 
munity is doing all it can to protect the mental health of its 
citizens, and thus its own. A “No” answer to any question indi- 
cates an area that needs changing. How? One way is through 
newspaper campaigns; another, through such civic groups as PTAs 


and the League of Women Voters. 


A special word about question 4: If you can fix even so trivial 
a law violation as a traffic ticket, your town is nurturing civic 


corruption. And this can spread like a deadly disease. 


You can start today to make your city emotionally stable, ‘

really boils down to one goal -

In the meantime, suggest to your parents that they 
discuss 13-year-old problems with other parents in the 
community whom they respect. In some towns, moth- 
ers, fathers, teachers and teenagers get together and 
make up a behavior code for boys and girls agreeable 
to all. The code should include when and how much 
to date, when parties.should end, when to start wear- 
ing lipstick. If everyone has the same rules, it’s easier 
to keep them.

HOLLYWOOD. 
In 1948 David Oliver Selznick, a movie 
mogul with a yearning for perfection, de 
cided to call it quits here. Freshly divorced 
from his wife Irene, daughter of the late 
\IGM tycoon L. B. Mayer, he folded his com 
pany, Selznick International, and went to 
Europe. There he married one of his contract 
players, a tall, dark and handsome girl named 
Phylis Isley, whom he had renamed Jenniter 
Jones. 

Selznick then was 46 vears old, a leg 
endary character of colorful eccentricities 
and solid accomplishment (Gone With the 
Wind). Thanks to two resounding failures 


Portrait of lennie and The Paradine Case, he 
also was $12,000,000 in debt to the banks. 
Rather than declare bankruptcy, he chose 
the hard way. Liquidating his assets, he sold 
everything there was to sell: story properties, 
name players, contracts with directors and 
writers. He trekked from capital to capital, 
arranging for release of Selznick films not vet 
seen abroad. It was aggravating work for him

lo the public Selznick is best known for

People in the industry, however, know him 
best for his hopeless addiction to memo- 
‘riting. Probably no man since time began 


has two sons by his first marriage; she also 
has two by hers, to the late actor Robert Walker. 


has written more memos. Typed single- 
spaced, they run from 100 to 20,000 words. 
Selznick dictates from 50 to 100 a day to a 
batterv of three secretaries; afterward, he 
never reads them. Put out on yellow paper, a 
color prohibited to other members of the 
company, they concern every facet of the cur- 
rent production. Some are considered col- 
lectors items. 

During the recent filming of A Farewell to 
Arms, Selznick easily dictated a million 
words including one telegram that cost 
S750. Savs an executive at 20th Century- 
Fox. which is releasing the movie: “He sent 
such lengthy cables from Italy that we could 
have made a medium-budget picture for what 
thev cost.” Along the way Charles Vidor, who 
replaced John Huston as the film's director, 
had to make a fateful decision. “Either I di- 
rect the film.” he confessed, “or I read David's 


memos. 
Words with a Purpose 


The best Selznick memos are those he dic- 
tates when he is outraged. Usually these begin 
with the word “I,” as in “I am terrified that 


vou will...1 have been unduly annoyed 
that...1 am amazed to learn...I am 
shocked, incredibly shocked to...” A sign 


of special fury is this standard prologue: 
“Never in my 30 vears as a producer have | 
been so upset...” He then catalogues his 
complaints, his sorrow, his pain and _ his 
orders for the correction of existing con- 
ditions. 

But from Selznick’s viewpoint it all is 
worthwhile. Memos, he says, “serve many 
useful purposes. They help clarify my in-

His movie know-how started 


that there is no doubt as to what I want. And they are 
in some way a catharsis for my own emotions. I give 
vent to what I’ve been planning, thinking, feeling.” 

Giving vent to emotions is a basic ingredient of the 
Selznick character. Caution and complacency are not 
for him. A bold but intelligent gambler, he always is 
willing to take calculated risks. When told that he was 
crazy to star a British girl, Vivien Leigh, as Scarlett 
O’Hara in Gone With the Wind, he said, “I’ve seen 
her screen test, and I'll take the chance.” When told 
that Joan Fontaine was “too wooden” to succeed as an 
actress, Selznick put her in Rebecca; she went on to 
win an Academy Award in Suspicion. When Ingrid 
Bergman was overlooked in Europe, Selznick brought 
her to Hollywood. 

Selznick’s high standards and willingness to 
gamble reflect, at least in part, an unusual upbringing. 
His father, Lewis ]. Selznick, was a Russian immi- 
grant, one of 18 children. Settling in Pittsburgh, he 
became a jeweler, then married a local girl and fath- 
ered three sons, Howard, Myron and David. 


A Tycoon by Accident 


In time Selznick gave up the jewelry business and 
began acting as a stock broker for a friend. One day he 
sold the friend’s stock in a then-young firm, Universal 
Pictures, to a man named Car! Laemmle; later he came 
out to Hollywood to look at the studio. On arrival he 
discovered that Laemmle and another man were fight- 
ing for studio control and that neither was speaking 
to the other. Promptly Selznick moved into an empty 
office, had the words “General Manager” lettered on 
the door —— and took over. In a year he was running 
the studio. 

Eventually Laemmle accepted Selznick’s resigna- 
tion (which he had not proffered). On his own Selz- 
nick went out and founded the World Film Corpora- 
tion; before long he dominated the industry. He 
loathed motion pictures, but by 1916 he was worth 
somewhere around $20,000,000. The Selznicks occu- 
pied a 17-room New York apartment, kept three Rolls- 
Royces, employed seven servants. David Selznick grew 
up in this environment — partly. His father was 
either a millionaire or penniless. “Live beyond your 
means,” he used to tell his sons. “Then you'll have to 
work hard to catch up.” 

Lewis J. Selznick died in 1933, having made and 
lost several fortunes. To his sons, Myron and David, 
he left a wide knowledge about the motion-picture 
business. David put it to use by making some film 
shorts, then coming West and getting. a job as an 
assistant story editor at $100 a week. Simultaneously 
Myron began a notable career as an agent. When he 
died in 1944, he had a “stable” of 300 clients. 

Meanwhile David was doing well as a producer. 
After a stint at MGM, he was offered the production 
job at RKO and became head of that studio at the 
age of 29. In 1930 he married Irene Mayer and re- 
turned to MGM. He turned out a series of box-office 
smashes —- Dinner at Fight, Viva Villa, Dancing 
Lady, David Copperfield — and began dreaming of 
his own company. 

Five years later he had it. Selznick International 
turned out such hits as Little Lord Fauntleroy, The 
Garden of Allah, A Star ls Born, Gone With the Wind.

Profits were ploughed back into the company. While 
running his business with an iron hand, Selznick 
fathered two sons, Lewis Jeffrey and Daniel Maver, 
lived in a $300,000 mansion equipped with tennis 
courts and a swimming pool. 

Unfortunately for him, he had set up a world-wide 
distribution company that needed a constant flow of 
good‘ pictures to sustgin it — and gradually the flow 
tattered. When Mark Hellinger and Moe Siegal, two 
talented producers, both dropped dead after signing 
contracts with Selznick, it proved a crushing blow to 
his organization. By 1948 Selznick had had it.

They 
now have a 3-year-old daughter, Mary Jennifer, and 
four stepsons — two from Selznick’s first. marriage 
and two from Jennifer's first. They all live in a beau- 
litully furnished hillside house overlooking Beverl) 
Hills.

Inquisitive newsmen were told: “She’s simply gone 
away to Paris for a little vacation.” Cracked one re- 
porter, “But of course. Doesn't everyone?” | 

A Farewell to Arms is, according to Selznick, “the 
one love story I've always wanted to make.” It cost 
$4.100,000 to shoot. He is committed to 20th Cen- 
turv-Fox for twa more films, Tender Is the Night and 
Mary Magdalene. Both will star Jennifer Jones. 

Until these get under way, Selznick will concentrate 
on exploiting A Farewell to Arms, which goes into 
national release Christmas week. “A motion picture,” 
he maintains, “is made up of 10,000 details, any one 
of which may make the difference between success 
and failure. No detail is ever too small for me. I care 
about every line of dialogue, every lighting effect, 
every costume, every casting bit, every frame of film, 
every publicity release. 

“This is the producing craft as I know it. Let people 
talk about my memos and my feverish obsession for 
perfection. That's the way I am.” €

The ‘Beaver Stars 


Jerry Has Ideas of His Own, 
Tony Known for Amiability 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 14 


IGHT-YEAR-OLD Jerry Mathers, who is the “Beaver” of the "Leave It to Beaver” 
television series (KWK-TV, 6:30 p.m. Fridays), is all boy and a yard wide. While 


that’s fine for the proud parents of the 

ungsters, it can present certain dif- 
Feulties to the production team filming 
the seriés in which Jerry plays such an 
important role. 


Producers of the series say that while 
it's impossible to keep one step ahead 
of any eight-year-old, with television's 
tight shooting schedule it's important 
not to fall more than a few steps be- 
hind. From executive 
producer Harry 
Ackerman on down 
the line, little Jerry 
keeps the _ entire 
production team on 
its collective toes. 

For example, 
there was the time 
that Jerry had to 
be made to sit 
higher at the fam- 
ily dinner table, for 
certain camera an- 
gles. The obvious , 
solution was a phone book. Obvious, 
that is, to all but Jerry. Like most eight- 
year-olds who are only four feet tall, 
he has the feeling that he's actually 
only an inch or two shorter than Clint 
Walker. 

Jerry rebelled at the idea that he 
sit on a phone book or any other arti- 
ficial’ contrivance. And when a phone 
book was placed under him in spite of 
his protests, he squirmed and slumped 
to such an extent that filming was out 
of the question. So the producers went

ENEATH THE GLITTER, warmth and contagious

OB PETTIT of the St. Louis Hawks bases 
his success in the tough professional bas- 
ketball sport on an axiom of the Old West 

—a good shot must be quick on the draw. His 
lightning - fast, one-hand jump shot surprises 
opponents, gatches them with their reflexes 
down. Coupled with his speed in getting the 
ball away is Pettit’s sensitive fingertip con- 
trol. He almost caresses the ball as he lets 
it go toward the basket. His six - foot-nine 
height, added to the tremendous spring in his 
legs, is another factor in his spectacular scor- 
ing record. 

Now in his fourth season in the National 
Basketball Association, Pettit has maintained 
an average of 25 points a game by making 
good on almost 50’per cent of his shots—a 
phenomenal average. Most of the time Pettit 
shoots from a distance of about 15 feet, but 
if the defense double-teams him (as in photo 
at right) he moves out and scores with reason- 
able accuracy up to 30 feet. Often he is 
guarded constantly, whether or not he has ball. 


Curiously, he 
couldn’t make the team in his freshman and 
sophomore years because he was only five- 
feet-ten. Later at Louisiana State University 
he set many Southern Conference scoring 
records. 

In his first pro season, Pettit was the first 
rookie named to the All-League team. As a 
second - year man he led the league in scor- 
ing (1849 

r game (25.7), best rebounding record, most 
ield goals (646) and most foul conversions 
(557). Last year, until a broken arm slowed 
him down, it appeared he would become the 
first player in the league to score more than 
2000 points in one season. At the time he 
was averaging 28.8 points a game, still ended 
the season with 1755 points. At the age of 25, 
he is one of the three highest paid performers

WHITE HOUSE STRONG MAN 


Sherman Adams, Charged With Being “Captain of the Palace Guard,” 
Visits St. Louis, Says He Only Does President's “Preparatory Work"

SSISTANT to the President Sherman Adams, 
that controversial man in the White House, 
came to St. Louis last Monday and firmly 

sought to put down charges that the presidency 
is in the hands of a Palace Guard headed by 
Adams. 

In his brisk New England way, the former 
New Hampshire Governor told a Republican 
fund-raising banquet that Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
ers ‘grip on the reins is tight and sure.” Adams 
said his job, and that of others around the Presi- 
dent, is to do “the preparatory work incident to 
the final decisions of’ Mr. Eisenhower. Adams’ 
critics assert that he actually makes some deci- 
sions on major issues of domestic policy and fre- 
quently withholds essential information from the 
President. 

Whatever the nature of his role, Adams 
chose during the President's first term to function 
largely off-stage. Only recently has he begun 
to step from behind the doors of his office in the 
White House. Thus Adams’ visit to St. Louis 
offered an opportunity to view closely the man 
of whom Mr. Eisenhower once said: “He is my 
right hand and my chief of staff, the only per- 
son who really understands what I am trying 
to do." 

From the time he set foot in Union Station, 
Adams—who is known for his no-nonsense work 
habits—was the picture of easygoing geniality.

HEN GLENN GOULD IS PLAYING THE PIANO with a 
symphony orchestra he seems to lose contact with 
the world around him.. In this trance-like state his 
eyelids droop, his mouth falls open, his torso circles and 
weaves, and beads of perspiration pop out on his brow. To 
the casual observer he is either possessed or putting on an act. 

Those inclined to the latter belief find support in other 
details of his behavior. He never shakes hands with anybody 
because he fears the possible effects of a too vigorous grip 
on his fingers. Before concerts and rehearsals he bathes his 

' hands in warm water to keep his wrist muscles supple, and he 
wears woolen gloves indoors or out when he is not playing. 

At the piano he sits as low as possible. It is the best 
posture, he says, for producing the perfect legato line. Some- 
times when the special adjustable chair he carries with him 

-is still not low enough he has the piano raised with blocks 
§ placed under its legs. 

Only Gould can say whether these peculiarities of be- 
havior have any effect on the music he produces. Musicians 
can and do say, however, that the artistic results fully justify 
all his eccentricities. A member of the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra said: “I never saw a pianist with so many man- 
nerisms, and I never heard one with fewer when I listened 
to the music.”

Huge Turboprop Airliner Can Carry 220 Passengers

Russia's huge TU-114 passenger plane, 
claimed by the Soviets to be the largest in 
the world, prepares to take off at a Moscow 
airport. The giant airliner has four turbo- 
prop engines powerful enough to transport 
120 passengers from Moscow to New York 
in 10 to 12 hours. On shorter hauls the 
plane’s capacity is 220 persons. The craft 
resembles Lockheed’s Super Constellation, 
but foreign observers describe it as much 
larger. Russia has declined to reveal the 
plane’s measurements. 
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Passengers read, write and chat in one 
of three salons on upper level of dou- 
ble-decked plane. Each salon seat is 
equipped for a clip-on table. Plane 
has two elevators, a telephone system 
for passengers and a restaurant with 
facilities for 48 diners. Soviet officials 
say plane will permit air travel to com- 
pete with railroads.
